fore. From Cape Cc-d the most terrible 
accounts i-f ruin and death are coming, 
and of these the loss <,f the steairei 
Portland, a side-wheeler plying be- 
twet-n Boston and Portland, with all 
on board, nearly 100 sou's, overshadows 
all. The graveyard of the coast, the 
treacherous bars and rips on the out- 
side of Cape Cod, have claimed vic- 
tims without number. Miles and miles 
of coast line are piled high with wreck- 
age, most of which is ground so fine 
by the waves that identification of hap- 
less craft is impossible. 


The only means of reaching Cape Cod 


is by steamer across Massachusetts 


bay, 
a disagreeable voyage, as the se& 


is yet boisterous. Word from Province- 
town tells of nearly 30 total wrecks, 
with the number of lives lost unknown. 


Matters are improving slightly along 


Vineyard found, so far as means of 
communication is concerned. The best 
summing up of the disasters in that 
section is made by Captain Hard. Jr., 
of the revenue cutter Dexter, who has 
cruised along shore. He says that in 
Vineyard Haven many hulls are piled 
upon the shore, and those vessels which 
are afloat seem mere shells. The Dex- 
ter reports possible* additions to the 
wreck list rf two schooners sunk off 
Menernisha Bight and two big ones sunk 
abreast of Presque Isie. The fate of 
their crews is unknown. Three wreck- 
ing steamers are around the Fairfax, 
ashore on Sow and Pigs Reef. 


The Portland was totally wrecked at 


10 o'clock Sunday morning off High- 
land Light, and the entire crew and 
passengers perished within a. short dis- 
tance of land. 
A large quantitv of 


wreckage, including trunks and other 
material, have come ashore, and 50 
bodies have been recovered from the 
surf by the life saving crew at High 
Head station. One body was that of a 
woman. 


The New England coast is strewn 


with the vrecks °f sailing vessels, as 
many as ?'.'5 having been blown on the 
rocks arid sands by the fierce gale. 
Nearly all cf them will prove to be 
total losses, and there has been an ac- 
companying- great loss of life. In all 
it is believed that 2CO lives have been 
lost by shipwreck and there have been 
many deaths from cold and exposure. 
The damage to business interests is 
estimated at from $3,000,000 to $10,000,- 


000. 
Eighty buildings have been blown 


down.

Cod last night of a party of hunters has 
added to the excitement attendant 
upon the report that the steamer Port- 
land has been wrecked on Cape Cod 
through their reporting that it is the

member of the party saw bodies wash- 
ed ashore at Nauset. and the life savers 
claimed to have seen a board in the 
surf bearing the name "Gate City." 
The surf is full of articles from a ves- 
sel's general cargo. 


The Wreck of the Addle Snvryer.

Three lives were lost in the wreck cf 
the schooner Addie Sawyer, which was 
wrecked on the north side of the isl- 
and.

Washington, Nov. 1G.—Hon. Robert 
P. Porter, 
special commissioner for 
the United States to Cuba and Puerto 
Rico, yesterday presented his report to 
the president and 
secretary of 
tho 
treasury. 
The report submitted con­ 
tains about 60,000 words and goes very j 
fully into the linancial and economical 
conditions 
of 
Cuba, 
analyzing 
the 
budget of 
that island for 
14 years, 
showing* the sources of income and the 
causes of expenditure. There are some 
supplementary reports yet to be made. 


Mr. Porter examined both in 
the 
United States and Cuba some 600 w it­ 
nesses, all of whose testimony is pub­ 
lished in the appendix to the report. 
Mr. Porter has also submitted for the 
approval of the secretary of the treas­ 
ury a complete revision of the tariff in 
the form of a new bill, which will be 
examined by the experts of the treas­ 
ury department and if approved will 
be promulgated by the president and 
take effect at the port of Cienfuegos 
Dec, 1, that being, in all probability, 
the first Important port to come into 
the prssession of the United States. 
Commissioner Porter says: 


“The Spanish tariff was 
made by 
Spaniards for Spain, in the interest 
of the Spaniards. That s^ems to be the 
only principle in it. 
On 
any 
other 
theory it was inexplicable. 
The rates 
were full of inequalities and were not 
levied 011 any sound principle, but on 
the 'heads Spain 
wins, 
tails 
Cuba 
loses* idea, which prevails in the whole 
fiscal fabric. 


“The cupidity and rapacity of the 
Spanish official in Cuba is beyond con­ 
ception, and if we m ay judge by th-° 
results at Santiago the United States 
officials will be able to collect as much 
revenue on a tariff the duties of which 
are nearly two-thirds less than under 
fche ihi&uUor»» law now in force/' 


Mr.* Porter gives a table showing the 
average annual custom house receipts 
in the Island of Cuba from 1SS6 to 1897, 
inclusive, to be $12,645,804. 


In an interesting analysis of the Cu­ 
ban budget showing how much reve­ 
nue is required and how much may 
reasonably be expected from the tariff 
to be enforced Mr. Porter says: 


“The 
money 
collected from Cuba, 
whether it was $26,000,000 or less, has 
all gone, and nothing is likely to be 
found in the treasury but numerous 
evidences of promises to pay, records 
of receipts given by the government for 
goods not paid for, debts of all kinds, 
including the salaries of a large num ­ 
ber of minor officials. 
The first and 
most important item of expenditure is 
for sovereignty expenses, and aggre­ 
gates a sum exceeding $22,000.000. 
The 
largest item is that of the interest on 
public debt, which aggregates $10,435,- 
183. 


An important subject in the report is 
that in relation to the currency. Says 
the report: 


"Although 
Cuba 
is 
afflicted 
with 
m any kinds of depreciated currency, 
the established basis is strictly gold. 
Indeed, 
there 
is 
something 
almost 
pathetic in the manner in which Cuba, 
though plundered and depleted of her 
resources of wealth, has never wavered 
from a gold basis. The testimony taken 
and statements made on this subject 
have been unanimously in favor of a 
continuous gold basis, for the Cubans 
have suffered som uchfrom Spain'svari- 
ous attempt« to force depreciated cur­ 
rency upon the people, both in the form 
of silver and bank bills, that they want 
no further experiment with the cur­ 
ren cy/’ 


Mr. Porter then takes up the ques- 
tion of taxation, and suggests the abo* 


# litjon of certain taxes, especially that 
known as the "consumption tax" on 
the killirg of cattle. which is an ex ­ 
action that greatly increases the price 
of food to the people. 
"This tax,” says 
Mr, 
Porter, “like 
m any others, 
is 
simply farmed out to private firms or 
corporations, whose emissaries in its 
collection botóme a constant menace 
to thrift and industry in their respec­ 
tive districts. 
Another tax which will 
fall down of its own weight is the 
"cédula,” or head tax. which varies in 
am ount from a few cents to $100, ac­ 
cording to the rank a*nd importance of 
the individual. 
Curiously enough, this 
tax when 
not 
collected 
becomes 
a 
greater source of in jus tica and annoy­ 
ance than when collected. 
It is gen­ 
erally allowed to run until somf3 occa­ 
sion comes fur the unhappy victim of 
Spanish rapacity to require a public 
document or permit to bury a child or 
relative, a license to marry, a trans­ 
fer of real estate or a notarial ac­ 
knowledgment. 
Then it is that the 
petty rascals in charge of public busi­ 
ness bear down heaviiy, and umess tho 
fine*? and back *‘ced;Ja” and a hand­ 
som e "gratification" to the official is 
forthcoming, the body must aw ait in­ 
terment, the marriage m ust be post­ 
poned or a transaction delayed, 


JVlr. Porter ihcJti take» ui? the ques* 


tion of education. 
There are free pub­ 
lic schools in Cuba, but the teachers 
have the right to take pay scholars, 
and naturally those who do not pay 
get little or no attention. 
The pro­ 
portion of people who are illiterate is 
very great. 
Some statistics show only 
one in forty of the laboring classes 
able tn read and write, 
There can be 
r.o 
stable 
government in Cuba, Mr. 
Porter says, until this has been reme- 
died.

Mr. Porter closes his recoHrvenda- 
tions by giving an ar count of tl e con­ 
dition of lab‘;r in the island, In which 
he says: 


"There is at this moment a steady 
increase in the demand for labor on 
plantations, and in Santiago provincet 
labor for the mines. 
While in Cuba 
your ci mmissioner received one cable 
dispatch calling for 1,500 laborers for 
the mines, wWlje three large planters 
stood ready between them to employ a 
thousand men to work in the sugar 
fields.

sugar plantations all the able bodied

THE WAR TAX MEASURE 


V7ill N o t He R e p e a le d a t t h e C o m in g 


Session o f Congress. 
W ashington, Nov. 15.—The W ashing­ 
ton Post states that the war tax will 
not be abolished at the coming short 
session of congress, and that there will 
be no revision of the tariff whatever. 
It bases this announcement upon the 
positive statement made by Chairman 
Dingley, of the ways and means com ­ 
mittee, who in an interview says: 


“The government \vill need for some 
time all the revenue produced by the 
war taxes. 
During the month of Oc­ 
tober the war expenditure exceeded the 
war revenue by some $14,00,000, and this 
month they will be $10,000,000 in excess. 
This being the case, there will be no 
change, at least this fiscal year. 
The 
war revenue act will continue in force 
and unchanged, except perhaps in a 
few minor administrative features, for 
at least a ¡year longer. 


"It Is hardly necessary to add,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Dingley, “that there will be 
no revision of the tariff, although I 
have seen some statement to the effect 
that such a revision is contemplated. 


“The 
session 
is 
limited 
to three 
months,” con lined Mr. Dingley, “and 
that short period will be main'y occu­ 
pied in passing the appropriation bills, 
in enacting new laws for the regular 
army and in deciding upon the legis­ 
lation necessary for the government of 
Hawaii. In addition to these important 
matters the usual number of routine 
m atters will arise. 
From the present 
outlook the session will be well under 
way before the treaty of peace with 
Spain will be laid befoie the senate, and 
the ratification of that document may 
not be accomplished long before the 
h o i March errives.”

HANGED, BUT MAY CO FREE. 


Sentenced, but Itopo liroke, and Sen- 


tence Wu» Commuted. 


After being tried for the assassina- 


tion of Will Buckley in Madison 
county, Mississippi, for which crime 
he was convicted and an attempt at a 
legal execution made, failing because 
the rope broke, and after having his 
sentence commuted by Governor Mc- 
Lauriu to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, Will Purvis, the notori- 
ous Whitecapper, stands a good chance 
to be pardoned. 


The governor received a remarkable 


letter, signed by the three brothers 
and a brother-in-law of Will Buckley, 
the murdered man, stating that they 
believed a mistake had been made, 
and that an innocent man was suffer- 
ing the penalty of another's crime. 
These relatives have ever since the 
assassination, been bitter against Pur- 
vis and have resisted every attempt 
to have him pardoned. 
The letter in 


question is signed by A. L. tuckley, 
J. Q. Buckley, F. M. Buckley aud H. 
C. Turnage. It recites the tact that 
the continued confinement of Will 
Purvis in the penitentiary will have a 
tendency to shield the real murderer 
of their brother. 


One brother, Jim Buckley, was with 


Will when the latter was killed, and 
testified on the trial that he saw Will 
Purvis uubreechiug his guu right 
after \he fatal shot was fired. This, 
v/ith some covvoboratory evidence, was 
the meat of the prosecution's case and 
the evidence upon Avhich Purvis was 
sentenced to hang. 
During the last 


session of the legislature a petition 
was circulated and largely sigued ask- 
ing that Purvis be pardoned. In ad- 
dition the people of Marion county 
have all along doubted his guilt. 


The story of Purvis' alleged crime 


and the subsequent proceedings have 
already been published. 
Will Buck- 


ley was alleged to have belonged to a 
a gang of Whitecappers in Marion 
county. It was said he was threatened 
with death in case he revealed any- 
thing to the grand jury. He was as- 
sassinated while returning from court. 
Purvis was arrested and convicted on 
the evidence recited above. 
He was 


sentenced to be hanged, but the rope 
broke, aucl he fell to the ground un- 
conscious. 
He was returned to the 


jail, and his lawyers made the point 
before the supreme court that he was 
executed. 
The court held, however, 


that he had to be dead before the sen- 
tence of the law had been carried out. 


He afterward escaped, and was at ' 


large when Governor McLatmn was 
inaugurated. He offered to return to 
custody if the governor would com- 
mute his sentence to life imprison- 
ment. 
He refused to negotiate with 


him until he had surrendered. Pur- 
vis then surrendered and was brought 
by the governor's order, to the peni- 
tentiary for safe keeping. 
There his 


sentence was commuted to life im- 
prisonment, and ever since he has been 
serving the sentence. 


A Sand Storm. 


In crossing "that part of Arabia 


known as Yemen, an English traveler 
a few years ago encountered a storm 
of sand. He describes the unpleasant 
incident in a vivid manner. 


The stinging sensation as the sand 


struck one's hands aud face was most- 
painful. 
Calling a halt, we crawled 


under some thick bushes, the men 
hurriedly arranging a strip of canvas 
so as to gain the most protection from 
its scanty folds. 
We were just in 


time,for the wind increased in strength 
and became a gale. The sand, which 
till now had been but thin,commenced 
wuirling iu clouds until the air was 
dark with it. 
Huddling together, we 


tied our turbans over our mouths and 
waited for a cessation. 


The desert wind was intensely hot 


and the burning, gritty grains of sand 
found their way under one's clothing 
and into one's ears and eyes until life 
became almost unendurable. 
I had 


seen a -sandstorm or two before, but 
none like this. The poor, grumbling 
cair.els lay down and wagged their 
necks slowly from side to side. 
So 


strong was the sand laden wind that 
it was impossible for the men to RO 
even as far as the river to get water, 
and our throats were parched with 
thirst. 


Happily 
this was the ouly sand 


storm we experienced on the whole 
journey, and I hope I may never see 
another.

VOLCANO'S UlUM KECURD 


TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION WROUGHT 


BY THE LAVA FROM VESUVIUS.

Vesuvius is the most celebrated vol- 


cano in the world—and theie are 350 
active great volcanoes. It is most 
uncertain and has been since the 
eai liest times. 


Since 1841 it has been under coii- 


staut observation by scientists, who 
have been able to predict eruptions, 
but unable to foretell tho extent of the 
eruptions, 


Vesuvius is eight miles from Naples, 


whose bay it overlooks at the eastern 
extremity of a chain extending to the 
island of Ischia. It is believed th it 
J*e whole gulf of Naples was once an 
immense crater, the northern end of 
a great rent in the earth's crust, .Etna 
being the southern end and Strom- 
boli about the middle. 


At its base Vesuvius is thirty miles 


in circumference. 
Its height varies 


after its eruptions, but the average is 
about ;jQOO feet. 
Its great crater is 


some 2000 feet iu diameter and about 
5UO feet deep. 


It consists of two distinct parts. 


The north side is a lofty, semi-circu- 
lar cliff, called Monte Somma, which 
has a prehistoric crater. It is separ- 
ated fiom the active volcano by a 
deep valley several hundred feet wide. 


The Vesuvius of the ancients was a 


truncated cone with a base of eight or 
nine miles and a height of 400U feet. 
A.t its summit was a depressed plain 
three miles in diameter. 
On tlm 


plain Spartacus, the gladiator, fought 
Claudius Puleher. 


There is no record of an eruption 


of Vesuvius prior to A. I). 7U, al- 
though the latter-day scientists have 
proved that it must have been active 
before that time. At the beginning 
of the Christian era the sides of Vesu- 
vius were covered with fields and 
vines and its crater vas'overgrown 
with wild grapes. 


It is certain that the people living 


near it at that time had not the slight- 
est idea that it was an active volcano, 
for the writings of Pliny and Younger 
atid Tacitus show that it gave warn- 
ing for thirteen years before the great 
eruption. 
There were a series of 


earthquakes and tremendous seismic 
disturbances. 


The great historic eruption took 


place iu August. The steam was con- 
densed and poured down in torrents 
of raiu, making the lava dust a pasty 
substance that poured down the moun- 
tain side and buried Herculaueum at 
the west base, Pompeii on the south- 
east side, Stabiae ou the south side 
and Castellamare. which was beyond 
Stabiae. 
These cities were inundat- 


ed and forgotten, so that centuries 
after, when the remains were dug up, 
moderns could gain a perfect insight 
into the manners and customs of the 
time of the great eruption. 


For centuries Vesuvius was quiet. 


People who lived about it forgot that 
it had once buried cities and killed 
thousands. 
Again did vines cover 


the crater and its sides were cultivat- 
ed fields. 
There had been six mouths 


of earthquakes, but these were not 
accepted as a warning. 


Vesuvius burst forth in mighty fury 


on Dec. 16, 1631, suddenly and unex- 
pectedly. It continued until Feb., 
1632. 
There was a tremendous flow 


of lava mingled with water, resulting 
from the melting of the snow and 
mud. Torre Anuunziata, Torre del 
Greco, Resina and Portia were almost 
wholly destroyed, and it estimated 
that 18,000 people lost their lives. 
There was another eruption in 16<>0. 
but only ashes and steam, which 
formed mud torrents, came forth. 


One of the very grand eruptions oc- 


curred in 1779. 
Huge stones were 


projected several thousand feet into 
the air in a cloud of white vapor, with 
large masses of molten rock. 
Huge 


streams of lava poured down the 
mountain side, carrying death and de- 
struction. 


Vesuvius was quiet for a few years, 


but in 17H4 it "burst forth again. Tor- 
re del Greco was again destroyed by 
lava, which flowed down in a tiery 
stream a quarter of a mile wide at its 
base and fifteen feet thick. 


The outbreak which began in Oct., 


1882 lasted nearly a niontb, rupturing 
the top of the coae and making a cra- 
ter three miles iu circumference and 
1000 feet deep. From that tirue Ve- 
suvius has never been quiet, 


Iu 1841 Ferdinand II established 


an observatory on the volcano for the 
purpose of giving warning of probable 
eruptions. When the eruption of May, 
185o, came the people had fled in 
time. The cone was again rent asun- 
der and the flow of lava continued for 
twenty-se^en days, destroying miles 
of cultivated fields and many houses. 


Early in 1872 another ernption t<>ok 


place. Crowds of people from Naples 
ascended the mountain sides to wit- 
ness the fireworks. Three or four hun- 
dred never returned. Streams of lava 
twenty feet in diameter and twenty 
feet wide broke from the crater's sides. 
The whole mountain seemed to ex- 
plode. One rent was 1000 feet wide. 
The heat broke the glass in the obser- 
vatory windows. The damage done 
to the crops was aboni $750,000. Ve- 
suvius seems to sweat fire. 


Since 1871 there have been few 


eruptions. 
The last one of impor- 


tance took place iu 1876, and there 
have been several minor ones with 
but little escape of lava boyoud the 
crater. 


The eruption of 1872 was preceded 


by slight 
premonitary symptoms. 


Karly in 1871 the seismograph became 
unquiet 
and 
Professor 
1'almieri 


prophesied an outburst, which gradu- 
ally increased in intensity until April 
24, 1872. 
Two days later there 'vas a 


rent in the cone 1000 feet wide. Mol- 
ten rocks, lava and ashes gushed forth 
from the crater. 
Two fiery torrents 


rushed down the mountain on either 
side of the observatory joining at the 
base with a third stream. In the 
words of Professor Palinieri, the vol- 
cano ''sweated lire." 


The atmosphere was white with 


crystals. 
The streams of lava gave 


forth dense clouds of steam and 
formed miniature volcanoes as they 
sped downward. The earth trembled 
and hea\ed like the ocean in a storm. 
There was vivid lightning from the 
intense electric-al excitement and a 
heavy downpour of rain. 
The sti eets 


of Naples were covered inches deep 
with a black sand. 
The flow of lava 


was three-fifths of a mile wide. 


Professor Palinieri of Naples has 


laid it down as a rule that "after a pe- 
riod of considerable repose the cen- 
tral crater presents a series of small 
and frequent eruptions, a grand out- 
burst may be expected." These con- 
ditions exist today. 


PANTHER-JAGUARS- 


They Figure ITiiciinnil.v in Many n Venez- 


uelan Tulr. 


"Panther-jaguars they should be 


called, but in every Spanish-American 
country a jaguar is always uu tigre, a 
tiger— so panther tigers is their nama 
in Venezuela," said Eslrau Vieholm, 
for many years a buyer of hides and 
rubber in South America. 
''They 


may be found in other localities, but 
1 have never seen them or heard of 
them in any other region than the 
eastern bases of the maritime aud 
northern Andes. 
They range the 


high, 
partly wooded plateaus and 


lower mountain levels above the river 
valleys and pampas, where the ordi- 
nary jaguar is found, aud below the 
peaks aud upper mountain valleys, 
where the mountain lion has his home. 
These beasts differ from the lowland 
jaguar in having a muzzle longer and 
more tapering and a slenderer body 
with greater length of limb, much 
resembling the panther in form. 
In 


their spotted markings they are true 
jaguars, but with paler colors than the 
jaguars of the Orinoco and its lower 
tributary valleys. They are fe:ocious 
man-eaters, more ready than any other 
South American animal to attack hu- 
man beings without provocation. The 
traveler passing through the moun- 
tains and the pampas takes extra pre- 
cautions for his safety at night when 
he enters the zone where the panther- 
tiger ranges. 


•'This creatuie figures uncannily in 


i£any weird tales told by Venezuelan, 
llanevos and moutaueros—people of 
the plains aud mountains. 
One story 


oitau told is of the traveler who rode 
from the pampas in among the foot- 
hills on the route from the Portuguese 
river to Caracas. 
He was never seen 


by man again, but a party riding over 
the trail some days later saw the evi- 
dences of the fate which had befallen 
him. 
When night came, being appar- 


ently aware of danger from wild 
beasts, he had slung his hammock be- 
tween two trees as high from the 
ground as he could raise it. The ham- 
mock was there empty,anil clawpriuts 
in the ground below showed that u 
panther-tiger had leaped repeatedly 
upward for his victim until at last he 
had torn him from the hammock. He 
had dragged the man away, aud the 
ouly traces of the tragedy to be found 
were blood marks on the ground aud 
the prints of the tiger's claw?. 


"The women of the little settlements 


that lie isolated iu the wooded region 
at the eastern base at the Audes 
greatly dread the panther-tiger from 
his habit of carrying off children. 
Cunning, silent, and swift, instances 
have been known of his talking a child 
from the cradle in broad daylight and 
bearing it away unknown to the 
mother who was attending to her 
household work ouly a few paces 
away. He hesitates as little in attack- 
ing full-grown persons, though for 
this he comniouly chooses the dark- 
ness. 
But, day or night, his disposi- 


tion to seize his human prey is gov- 
erned largely by his hunger."

SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS. 


The annual increase of the German 
nation during the last five years has 
boon more than five times as much as 
that of tho French. 


No deep-sea sounding is now con- 
siderod trustworthy unless a sample of 
tho bottom is brought up by tho sound­ 
ing apparatus, as evidence that the 
lead lias reached the solid ground. 


Entomologists of tho department of 
agriculture have discovered that tho 
destroyers of silver maples are being 
themselves destroyed by tho coccopha- 
gus lecanii, a small internal parasite. 


Kohlmann Roseutal, an English­ 
man, and Dr. Von Komocki, a Berlin 
chemist, assert that they have invented 
a match that will strike anywhere, 
and no phosphorus is used in it. 
This 
invention, they say, will do away with 
tho horrors of necrosis, to which em­ 
ployes in match factories arc subject. 


An invention, now in practical use, 
that is destined to revolutionize the 
present system of aerating milk and 
water consists of a specially con­ 
structed bottle and a portable steel 
capsule charged with .carbonic acid 
gas. 
Tho capsule is fitted into tho 
neck of tho bottle and tho screwing 
on of tho stopper liberates the gas, 
which is forced into the liquid con­ 
tents of the bottle. 


AMERICAN LANTERNS. 


Carried 'W herever 
L an tern s 
Aro Used 
A ll Over th e ‘W orld. 


American lanterns are exported to 
all the countries of tho world where 
lanterns are used. 
Many are sent to 
South Africa and to South America, 
to Australia and New Zealand, and 
some are sold in Asia. 
Few, propor­ 
tionately, are sent to Europe. 


Kerosene oil is 
now 
commonly 
burned in lanterns all over the world. 
There are no lanterns made nowa­ 
days for candles only, but there are 
exported to South Africa some lan­ 
terns made so that either candles or 
oil may be burned in them. 
They are 
provided'witk a candle socket which 
may be set down into the oil reser­ 
voir, the wick-holder having been re­ 
moved. 
By removing the candle 
socket and screwing in the wick hold­ 
er the lantern is made ready to burn 
oil. 
Excepting railroad and 
other 
lanterns made nowadays are of the 
kind known as tubular, first intro­ 
duced about thirty years ago, and 
now made in various modifications as 
to detail, the tubular part of the lan­ 
tern being designed with a view to 
producing better combustion and a 
brighter light. 
The lanterns made 
for ordinary uses are produced in 
about forty styles. 


The American lanterns are the light­ 
est, the slightest in appearance and 
the best adapted to their use, and 
they are sold cheaper than lanterns 
of equal quality produced elsewhere. 
There are large establishments in this 
country making lanterns only. 
It is 
probable that more lanterns are now 
exported from this country than from 
either England or Germany, and the 
exports of American lanterns are in­ 
creasing.—New York Sun. 


A N ew K in d o f F u el. 


Those concerned in the coal indus­ 
try will be interested to know that a 
new form of fuel is being suggested 
from one of the colonies. 
It is otli- 
cially reported from Barbados that the 
island is commencing to export “mau- 
jak” or “ glance pitch,” which is a 
j)roduct of the nature of petroleum in 
a bituminous form, and when mixed 
with infusorial earth can be used for 
fuel. 
It is found in veins, like coal 
seams, aud has very great heating 
powers when ground into fine dust. 
Its principal drawback is its extreme­ 
ly low melting point; and scientists 
are endeavoring to find a substance 
with which it can be properly com­ 
bined for purposes of steam fuel. 


One or two shafts have been sunk in 
various places on the northern end of 
the island, and a considerable quantity 
has been extracted. 
Somo has been 
used oil railway locomotives, more or 
less successfully, and on somo of the 
sugar estates to economize their ex­ 
penditure in coal. 
Eight hundred 
and f-eventy-eight tons were exported 
last year, of which 571 Avent to the 
United States and 250 to the United 
Kingdom. 
Its value is given at $10 
per ton. 


There is the indication of the pres* 
ence of a large quantity of this mate­ 
rial in the island, aud it remains to be 
seen whether it can be successfully 
developed; but Barbados has the great 
advantage of cheap labor, and ot the 
presence on the same ground of tho 
infusorial earth with which it is mixed 
to become marketable. 
It is further 
to be noted that there are indications 
also in Barbados of oil-bearing rock, 
with a largo percentage of petroleum, 
—Florida Times-Union,

are rich in iron and manganese, and 
valuable mines of buth these ores are 
owned by American com panies. 
The 
annual exportation of iron to the blast­ 
furnaces of Pennsylvania and Mary­ 
land has been nearly 400,000 tjns. 
The ores of manganese are almost as 
valuable as thoso of Russia, 
Cuba 
contains also considerable deposits oi 
copper and was on/i* famous for gold.

Former Weil-Known Citizen of New

BRAINS KEPT ON THE JUMP IN THE 


RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 


I'ostul ClrrkH Who Aro l:<-qniri>d

—Crowtli of u >y»tein in War TluifN. 
The war with Spain caused a great 


increase in the work of the railway 
mail service with its army of nearly 
8000 employes unit its 3:393 cars anil 
apartments. The soldiers' mail add- 
ed enormously to the volume of cor- 
respondence, and, in addition, made 
necessary what amounted to a reor- 
ganization of the service to a greater 
or less extent 011 certain routes. 


It was during war times that the 


system was first started, relates the 
New York Sun. 
The history of trav- 


eling postoffices takes one back to 
Revolutionary days, when Ebenezer 
Hazard was postmaster-general. 
In 


•a memorial to the Continental Con- 
gress in 1776 he is quoted as saying 
that owing to the frequent removals 
made by the army he was put to much 
trouble and expense through having 
to follow the army on foot to deliver 
the letters of the soldiers. 
He added 


that this was because he was not able 
to purchase a horse. 
He not only de- 


livered the mail and collected it, but 
also performed the assorting process. 
When General Washington became 
president in 1789 the postoffice was 
reorganized and transportation of the 
mails was effected by stages and pony 
express, and later by a few steamboat 
lines. In 1838 Congress passed an 
act 
constituting every railway a 


post route. 
Now there are more 


than 
650 
whole 
postoffice 
cars 


in 
use 
and 
173 
in 
reserve, 


besides 2026 apartments in cars in use 
and 540 in reserve, making a total of 
3393 cais and apartments on railroad 
lines, while in addition there were 
last year 65 electric and cable cars 
and 51 apartments on steamboat lines 
used for postoffice purposes. It is said 
that the present system of assorting 
the mail on the cars was conceived by 
W. A. Davis, a clerk in the postoffice 
at St. Joseph, Mo. It was there 
tbat the overland mail was made 
up in 1862. Davis suggested assort- 
ing the mail on the cars, and his 
plan was adopted after he had tried it 
himself. 


The average postal clerk has a mem- 


ory that has no loopholes through 
which any knowledge of his work can 
slip. The records at the postoffice 
department show that 6854 clerks are 
employed on railroad lines, 57 on 
steamboat lines, 102 on electric lines, 
311 on transfer duty and 278 on office 
duty, making a total of 7063, includ- 
ing 29 acting clerks. The amount of 
mail which is dumped into one of the 
cars on an important route is simply 
enormous. There were 6,059,769,680 
pieces of mail matter handled last 
year and 5,511,771,000 pieces of sec- 
ond, third and fourth class matter, 
making a total of 
11,572,540,680 


pieces, exclusive of registered matter. 
Of this class there«were handled 14,- 
640,832 packages and cases, 984*, 093 
through registered pouches and 621,- 
838 inner registered sacks, making in 
all 16,256.663 pieces of registered 
matter. 
There were also handled 


462,459,640 .pieces of city mail. 


In ten years the amount of mail 


handled has increased 72..2 per cent., 
but the working force has increased 
only 48.6 per cent in that time. The 
length of railway covered by the rail- 
way postal service with clerks was 
last year 154,225.07 ; of electric or 
cable lines, 303.68 miles ; of steam- 
boat lines, 7450.52 miles, making a 
total of 161,988.27 miles. 


Mail for city distribution receives 


much attention on the postal cars, as 
it must be in shape for immediate de- 
livery by carrier on the arrival of the 
train. For distribution in New York 
city there were handled by the clerks 
3,716,787 packages of mail. Each 
package averaged 40 pieces, making 
the number of separate pieces going 
to New York city alone 148,771,480. 


To^ enter this service the applicant 


must pass the civil service examina- 
tion and study the requirements of 
the line to which he is assigned. 
Then, to pass the permanent examina- 
tion he must know all the railway 
postoffices along the line and name 
them in their regular order, as well 
as the other offices that receive their 
mail from the route but are not direct- 
ly on it. The candidate must also 
show his ability to read rapidly the 
addresses on mail matter. After he 
receives his appointment he is re- 
quired Uy the department to take 
further examinations at stated times. 
These take place in the division su- 
perintendents' offices and consist of a 
trial of Ike clerk's memory and his 
knowledge of the postoffices in the 
states through which ius run passes 
ami also those for which be assorts 
the mail. This is done with a case 
and a lot of cards directed to the va- 
rious offices, and these the clerk has 
to distribute, 90 per cent, being the 
minimum allowed to pais the examin- 
ation. On a long run the clerks are 
required to know the location of from 
SS,000 ti» 20,000 postoffices, and so 
soon as they pick up a letter they 
must determine without hesitation 
the most advantageous and quickest 
ronte to aeud it. With trains running 
on very fast time and stations onlj a 


short distance apart the handler ol 
the mail must keep a cool, clear head 
to get the pouchon ready in time.

DON'T KILL THE MOLE. 


All 
The Popular Notion on th<* .Subject 


Wronjr, SR.VK Thin NattiraliHt. 


"I had a letter from a fiieiid of 


mine a while ago, said the naturalist, 
asking me how he should go to work 
to destroy ground 
moles. 
Those 


timid and mysterious little animals 
had begun to show their presence in 
in his garden, and, as he complained, 
were destroying it. 
'They are eating 


my peas,'he said, 'and the roots of 
plants and young trees.' I wrote back 
and told him that the moles were 
doing nothing of the sort, and to let 
them alone. 


"It seems strange to me that this 


idea that moles are destructive to 
growing things should be so common. 
If any one wants to find out what an 
error it is, let him trap a few moles, 
and investigate after the manner of 
the late C. V. Riley, the greatest en- 
tomologist the country has produced. 
He took a large dry goods box, filled 
it with garden soil, and in it put six 
moles. 
He added a motley collection 


of grubworms, cutworms, fishworms. 
beetles, etc. He also inserted from 
day to day pieces of vegetables of dif- 
ferent kinds, keeping a record of 
everything that went into the box. 
All decayed parts of vegetables were 
removed from time to time. At the 
end of six weeks he took his moles 
otit in fine condition and turned them 
loose and then went to sifting the 
soil. Every worm, big and little, was 
gone, and every piece of vegetable 
food was recovered or accounted for, 
and not one piece of the latter had 
been touched by the mole. Mr. Riley 
had recently returned from France, 
where there was a fine of five francs 
for killing a mole. 


"After 1 heaid of this experiment 


of Professor Riley, I became a careful 
observer of the mole and its habits. 
When I have a piece of ground in- 
fested with cutworms or grubworms 
I have caught moles aud turned them 
loose, and if not too much disturbed 
they will soon clear it of worms, and 
I have never seen any vegetable mat- 
ter of anyfkiud eaten by them. 
They 


feed entirely upon animal food. They 
sometimes do slight damage by lift- 
ing a plant so that its roots die from 
lack of moisture. My correspondent's 
pea vines were probably eaten by out- 
worms, and -the mote was after the 
worm, and ten to one he got him. 
Field mice often do damage in garden 
and field by eating the seed crop, and 
careless farmers ascribe it all to the 
moles. 


"Sometimes in a small garden moles 


become so common that they have 
to be removed, or part of them. A 
mole can take a hint without being 
knocked in the head. He is nobody's 
food. 
If you want him to move his 


quarters, keep his runway trampled 
down from day to day except the last 
five or six feet. 
The time to do this 


is when he is working. 
He is very 


methodical. He burrows in the morn- 
ing from 10 to 12 and from 4 to 6 in 
the afternoon. 
In hot weather hs 


works soon after daylight. 


"When any one sees his field or his 


garden marked by the tumult of 
ground moles, he may know at once 
that a subterranean pest in the shape 
of a grub or a beetle or a worm is there 
to feed on the roots of the crop that 
may be planted there, and that the 
mole is there to feed on the grub or 
the beetle or the worm. Let the mole 
alone. 
He is t jere to do you a good 


turn. 
If you kill hiui or drive him 


away you are spurning a friend in- 
deed. —New York Sun.

in the United States are owned by the 
aristocracy of England. 
This is a 


startling statement to make, but it is 
nevertheless true. 
These millions of 


acres of the finest laud of this coun- 
try are controlled, ruled and managed 
absolutely by the English nobility as 
if they were located in the British 
Isles. 
The peers and peeresses of 


Great Britain do not confine their 
lauded estates to the realm of the 
union ja';k, but they h«ve icached 
out aud appropriated these many mil- 
lions of acres beneath the stars and 
stripes. 


Viscount Scully, or his heirs, as 


Scully died two or three years ago, 
own 3,000,000 of acres of land in the 
states of Illnois, Jowa, Kansas and 
Nebraska. 
Scully imported most of 


his Illinois tenants. 
They were of 


the poorest class. His tenants in 
Kansas were of all classes, that is, 
poor classes, and were so utterly 
worthless as citizens that in the coun- 
ties of Marion, McPherson and Dick- 
inson the public schools could not be 
kept up; especially was this so in 
Marion county. 


It is said that there was recently 


held in London a meeting of these 
alien landlords in which measures 
were adopted that are intended not 
only to increase the immense rental 
income of these vast estates, but in 
addition they will bear heavily upon 
the American tenants who occupy 
these lands. 


These absentee landowners, it is 


said, have done much to delay and 
hold back the development of the 
states in which their immense estates 
are located. 
Hence attempts have 


been made to purchase the holdings 
of the English landowners in Ameri- 
ca, but their offers have beem met 
with an absolute refusal by the own- 
ers to part with their United States 
lands for any consideration. They 
choose rather to place their interests 
in the hands of agents and bailiffs, 
whose conduct in all cases has not 
been in accordance with the spirit of 
American institutions. 


The attention of the legislatures of 


several states has been called to this 
question of alien landlordism, and the 
effort to counteract the schemes of 
the grasping aristocracy and moneyed 
corporations of Great "Britain had a 
marked effect in unsettling land values 
in the interested states. This condi- 
tion of affairs grew to be so serious 
that the native tenants of these alien 
owners appointed a committee which 
was instructed to present their case 
in the shape of a memorial to the Lon- 
don landowners' in which they set 
forth the ruin that would result to the 
tenants if the system of rack-renting 
then in vogue continued to prevail. 
This action produced its effect, though 
of different kinds on different owners. 
The Baroness Burdett-Coutts was coa- 
vinced that no more eviction of her 
American tenants would be beneficial 
to her interests. On the other hand, 
the action of the tenants had the effect 
of enraging the Duke of Sutherland. 
He accordingly cabled his represen- 
tatives over here to collect the rent 
regardless of the condition of his ten- 
ants and to forward the money with 
the least possible delay. These des- 
perate instructions to the agents of 
the absentee landlords had the effect 
of uniting in a firmer and stronger 
bond their American tenants. Accord- 
ingly an association was formed in 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska 
for the purpose of resisting to the ut- 
termost the unreasonable demands of 
their extortionate landlords. The or- 
ganization conducted its business in a 
most secret maiiuer and it exerted a 
decided influence on the legislation 
relative to the subject in the various 
states represented. 


As a counteracting precaution or 


offset the landlords formed an alliance 
for their own protection, with the in- 
tention of having the estates interest- 
ed represeute.1 by agents ia the vari- 
ous states interested.

Now 80 per cent, of the present en- 
listed force are native-born Americans, 
aud the officers of the training station 
at Newport say that the intelligence, 
as well as the breeding and social 
position of the recruits has improved 
in a most remarkable manner.

per cent, of the number necessary to 
man all of the cruisers and battleship? 
with full crews.

never be so low again. 
At the fewest 


12,000 will be needed, and Uncle Sam 
can have the pick of the 27,000 now 
on the pay roll.—Chicago Record.

White cur- 
ruuts cau be mixed with the red. 


Creutned Chicken. 


Cut into bits all the nice lean meat 


from r<«ast poultry. 
For one pint of 


meat auow one cupful of sauce,one egg 
yolk aud one cupful of rice, boiled, or 
one quart of mashed potato. Thicken 
one cupful of hot milk with one table- 
spoonful each of butter 
and flour 


cooked together aud seasoned to taste. 
Stew the chicken in water enough to 
keep it from burning while you make 
the sauce. 
Put them together in the 


centre of a platter, and arrange the 
boiled rice around the edge, or rub 
mashed potato through a 
squash 


strainer, letting it fall lightly around 
the meat, or garnish the dish with 
toast. In either case rub the yolk of 
a hard boiled egg through a strainer 
over the meat. 
Break the egg before 


cooking, boil only the yolk, and r«- 
serve the uncocked white for frosting, 
coffee, etc.

A genuine Manila curry i 


lows: 
Cut 
up 
a tender 


chicken into pieces about two iuchet 
square, and parboil in water enough 
to cover. Cook twenty minutes, dry 
thoroughly, dredge with flour, aui 
put, when cold, in the refrigerator; 
then skim the wrater inwhichit boiled, 
straiu it through cheesecloth, and 
grate into it a quarter of a fresh co- 
coanut.

two tablespoonfuls of 


sweetest butter iu a fryingpan with 
one small onion chopped fine. Bring 
out the chicken aud pour over it the 
strained stock, adding one-half table- 
spoonful of the best English curry 
aud one-half teaspoonful of salt. Put 
back in pan, let the whole stew for half 
an hour. Add a tablespoonful of fine- 
ly grated cocoauut. Remove from the 
fire aud serve at once with a dish of 
rice cooked perfectly, with each grain 
swollen to its fullest extent. 


Braised Breast of Veal. 


Have the breast boned and the 


bones sent, also one pound of clear 
lean veal. 
Put the bones on to boil 


for the cooking later. 
Chop the lean 


meat fine, and then pound to a paste. 
Soak in water as much inside stale 
loaf as you have of the paste, meas- 
uring before soaking. Mince two small 
onions, fry in butter, add to bread and 
meat and then add two small beaten 
eggs, an even tablespoonful salt, a 
teaspoouful each of pepper and sage. 
Press all through a puree sieve; add 
teaspoonful minced parsley; mix well. 
Season the veal breast with salt and 
pepper, lay the force meat in, wrap 
the breast in a compact roll. Bub 
with butter and dredge with flour. 
Put a thin slice of larding pork in a 
close-covered kettle. 
When it dries 


out put in the oil with a sliced onion 
and carrot. 
When browned add cup 


of stock; let roll simmer and now and 
then turn or baste, keeping an even, 
slow cooking for two hours. 
Add 


more water if it boils too low; lift 
out the meat, thicken the gravy and 
serve.

Tho war witli Spain caused a great 
increase in the work of the railway 
mail service with its army of nearly 
8000 employes aud its 3393 cars and 
■apartmeuts. 
The soldiers* mail add­ 
ed enormously to the volume of cor­ 
respondence, and, in addition, made 
necessary what amounted to a reor­ 
ganization of the service to a greater 
or less extent on certain routes. 


It was during war times that the 
■system was iirst started, relates the 
New York Sun, 
Tho history of trav­ 
eling postoffices takes one back to 
Revolutionary days, wheu Ebenezer 
Hazard was postmaster-general. 
In 
;a memorial to the Continental Con­ 
gress in 1776 he is quoted as saying 
that owing to the frequent removals 
¡made by the army he was put to much 
trouble and expense through having 
to follow the army on foot to deliver 
the letters of the soldiers. 
He added 
that this was because he was not able 
to purchase a horse. 
He not only de­ 
livered the mail and collected it, but 
also performed the assorting process. 
When General Washington became 
president in 1789 the postoffice was 
reorganized and transportation of the 
mails was effected by stages and pony 
express, and Inter by a few steamboat 
lines. 
In 1838 Congress passed an 
act 
constituting 
every railway 
a 
post route. 
Now there are more 
than 
650 
whole 
jjostoffice 
cars 
in 
use 
and 
173 
in 
reserve, 
besides 2026 apartments in cars in use 
aud 540 in reserve, making a total of 
3393 cats and apartments on railroad 
lines, while in addition there were 
last year 65 electric and cable cars 
aud 51 apartments on steamboat lines 
used for postoffice purposes. It is said 
that the present system of assorting 
the mail on the cars was conceived by 
W. A. Davis, a clerk in the postoffice 
at St. 
Josej^h, Mo. 
It was there 
that the overland mail was made 
up in 1862. Davis suggested assort­ 
ing the mail on the cars, and his 
plan was adopted after he had tried it 
himself. 


The average postal clerk has a mem­ 
ory that has no loopholes through 
which any knowledge of his work can 
slip. 
The records at the postoffice 
department show that 6854 clerks are 
employed on railroad lines, 57 on 
steamboat lines, 102 on electric lines, 
311 on transfer duty and 278 on office 
duty, making a total of 7063, includ­ 
ing 29 acting clerks. 
The amount of 
mail M'liich is dumped into one of the 
cars on an important route is simply 
enormous. There were 6,059,769,680 
pieces of mail matter handled last 
year and 5,511,771,000 pieces of sec­ 
ond, third and fourth class matter, 
making a total of 
11,572,540,680 
pieces, exclusive of registered matter. 
Of this class therewwero handled 14,- 
640,832 packages and cases, 984*093 
through registered pouches and 621,- 
838 inner registered sacks, making in 
all 16,256,663 pieces of registered 
matter. 
There were also handled 
462,459,640 pieces of city mail. 


In ten years the amount of mail 
handled has increased 7^.2 per cent, 
but the working force has increased 
only 48.6 per cent in that time. 
The 
length of railway covered by the rail­ 
way postal service with clerks was 
last year 154,225.07; of electric or 
cable lines, 303.68 miles ; of steam­ 
boat lines, 7450.52 miles, making a 
total of 161,988.27 miles. 


Mail for city distribution receives 
much attention on the postal cars, as 
it must be in shape for immediate de­ 
livery by carrier on the arrival of the 
train. 
For distribution in New York 
city there were handled by the clerks 
3,716,787 packages of mail. 
Each 
package averaged 40 pieces, making 
the number of separate pieces going 
to New York city alone 148,771,480. 


To enter this service the applicant 
must j^ass the civil service examina­ 
tion and study the requirements of 
the line to which he is assigned. 
Then, to paBs the permanent examina­ 
tion he must know all the railway 
postoffices along the line and name 
them in their regular order, as well 
as the other offices that receive their 
mail from the route but are not direct­ 
ly on it, 
The candidate must also 
show his ability to read rapidly the 
addresses on mail matter. 
After he 
receives his appointment he is re­ 
quired by the department to take 
further examinations at stated times. 
These take place in the division su­ 
perintendents* offices and consist of a 
trial of the clerk's memory and his 
knowledge of the postoffices in the 
states through which his run passes 
aud also those for which he assorts 
the mail. 
This is done with a case 
and a lot of cards directed to the va­ 
rious offices, and these the clerk has 
to distribute, 90 per cent, being the 
minimum allowed to pass the examin­ 
ation. 
On a long run the clerks are 
required to know the location of from 
J8,000 to 20,000 postoffices, and so 
soon as they pick up a letter they 
must determine without hesitation 
the most advantageous and quickest 
route to send it With trains running 
on very fast time and stations only & 


short distance apart the handler ot 
the mail must keep a cool, clear head 
to get the pouches ready in time. 


The life of the postal clerk is not 
without danger. For the year ending 
Juue 30, 1897, there wore 580 casual* 
ties, in which 14 clerks lost theit 
lives and 33 were seriously and 75 
slightly injured. 
In 
one accident 
alone five clerks met dentil by the un­ 
dermining of a trestle and tho wreck» 
ing of a train, 


DON’T KILL THE MOLE, 


T h e P o p u l a r N o t i o n o n t h e S u b j e c t AU 
AVronjc, S a y s T h i s N a t u r a l i s t . 


“I had a letter from a friend of 
mine a while ago, said the naturalist, 
asking me how he should go to work 
to destroy ground 
moles. 
Those 
timid and mysterious little animals 
had begun to show their presence in 
in his garden, and, as he complained, 
M ere destroying i t 
‘They are eating 
my peas,* he said, *aud the roots of 
plants aud young trees.’ I wrote back 
and told him that the moles were 
doing nothing of the sort, and to let 
them alone. 


“ It seems strange tb me that this 
idea that moles are destructive to 
growing things should be so common. 
If any one wants to find out what an 
error it is, let him trap a few moles, 
and investigate after the manner of 
the late C. V. Riley, the greatest en­ 
tomologist the country has produced. 
He took a large dry goods box, filled 
it with garden soil, and in it put six 
moles. 
He added a motlev collection 
* 
of grubworms, cutworms, fishworms, 
beetles, etc. 
He also inserted from 
day to day pieces of vegetables of dif­ 
ferent kinds, keeping a record oi 
everything that went into the box. 
All decayed parts of vegetables were 
removed from time to time. 
At the 
end of six weeks he took his moles 
out in fine condition and turned them 
loose and then went to sifting tho 
soil. 
Every worm, big and little, was 
gone, and every piece of vegetable 
food was recovered or accounted for, 
and not one piece of the latter had 
been touched by the mole. Mr. Riley 
had recently returned from France, 
where there was a fine of five francs 
for killing a mole. 


‘‘After 1 heard of this experiment 
of Professor Riley, I became a careful 
observer of tho mole and its habits. 
When I have a piece of ground in­ 
fested with cutworms or grubworms 
I have caught moles aud turned them 
loose, and if not too much disturbed 
they will soon clear it of worms, and 
I have never seen any vegetable mat­ 
ter of anyfkind eaten by them. 
They 
feed entirely upou animal food. They 
sometimes do slight damage by lift­ 
ing a plant so that its roots die from 
lack of moisture. 
My correspendexit’s 
pea vines were probably eaten by out- 
wormfl, and *the mole was after the 
worm, and ten to one he got him. 
Field mice often do damage in garden 
and field by eating the seed crop, and 
careless farmers ascribe it all to the 
moles. 


“»Sometimes in a small garden moles 
become so common that they have 
to be removed, or part of them. 
A 
mole can take a hint without being 
knocked in the head. 
He is nobody’s 
food. 
If you want him to move his 
quarters, keep his runway trampled 
down from day to day excej^t the last 
five or six feet. 
The time to do this 
is when he is working. 
He is very 
methodical. He burrows in the morn­ 
ing from 10 to 12 and from 4 to 6 in 
the afternoon. 
In hot weather lie 
works soon after daylight 


“ When any one sees his field or his 
garden marked 
by the tumult of 
ground moles, he may know at once 
that a subterranean pest in the shape 
of a grub or a beetle ora worm is there 
to feed on the roots of the crop that

S ta r « a n ti S t r i p e s —A v a r i c i o u s A b s e n t e e s , 
More than 20*000,000 acres of land 
in the United States are owned by the 
aristocracy of England. 
This is a 
startling statement to make, but it is 
nevertheless true. 
Theso millions of 
acres of the finest laud of this coun­ 
try are controlled, ruled and mauaged 
absolutely by the English nobility as 
if they were located in the British 
Isles. 
The peors and peeresses of 
Great Britain do not confine their 
lauded estates to tho realm of the 
union jank, but they have reached 
out and appropriated these many mil­ 
lions of acres beneath tho stars and 
stripes. 


Viscount Scully, or his heirs, as 
Scully died two or three years ago, 
own 3,000,000 of acres of land in the 
states of Illnois, Iowa, Kansas and 
Nebraska. 
Scully imported most of 
his Illinois tenants. 
They were of 
the poorest class. 
His tenants in 
Kansas were of all classes, that is, 
poor classes, and were so utterly 
worthless as citizens that in the coun­ 
ties of Marion, McPherson and Dick­ 
inson the public schools could not be 
kept up; especially was this so in 
Mdrion county. 


It is said that there was recently 
held in London a meeting of these 
alien landlords in which measures 
were adopted that are intended not 
only to increase the immense rental 
income of these vast estates, but in 
addition they will bear heavily upon 
the American tenants wrho occupy 
these lands. 


These absentee landowners, it is 
said, have done much to delay and 
hold back the development of the 
states in which their immense estates 
are located. 
Hence attompts have 
been made to purchase the holdings 
of the English landowners in Ameri­ 
ca, but their offers have beem met 
with an absolute refusal by the own­ 
ers to part with their United States 
lands for any consideration. 
They 
choose rather to place their interests 
in the hands of agents and bailiffs, 
whose conduct in all cases has not 
been in accordance with the spirit of 
American institutions. 


The attention of the legislatures o£ 
several states has been called to this 
question of alien landlordism, and the 
effort to counteract the schemes of 
the grasping aristocracy and moneyed 
corporations of Great Britain had a 
marked effect in unsettling land values 
in the interested states. 
This condi­ 
tion of affairs grew to be so serious 
that the native tenants of these alien 
owners appointed a committee which 
was instructed to 
2)resent their case 
in the shape of a memorial to the Lon­ 
don landowners’ in which they set 
forth the ruin that would result to the 
tenants if the system of rack-renting 
then in vogue continued to prevail. 
This action produced its effect, though 
of different kinds on different owners. 
The Baroness Burdett-Coutts was con­ 
vinced that no more eviction of her 
American tenants would be beneficial 
to her interests. 
On the other hand, 
the action of the tenants had the effect 
of enraging tho Duke of Sutherland. 
He accordingly cabled his represen­ 
tatives over here to collect the rent 
regardless of the condition of his ten­ 
ants and to forward the money with 
the least possible delay. 
These des­ 
perate instructions to the agents of 
the absentee landlords had the effect 
of uniting in a firmer and stronger 
bond their American tenants. Accord-

T h e S ailor*» S o c i a l S t a t u s . 


The experience of the naval reserves 
and the triumphs of our fleets in the 
late war has elevated the personuel of 
the enlisted men of the navy and has 
induced boys of good families and 
education to enter the service. 
The 
sailor is no longer a tough. 
He is a 
high-class machinist, and when he is 
discharged he has a trade he can fol­ 
low with honor and profit. 
A few 
years ago a large majority of the sea­ 
men in our navy were foreigners. 
Now 80 per cent, of the present en­ 
listed force are native-born Americans, 
and the officers of the training station 
at Newport say that the intelligence, 
as well as the breeding and social 
position of the recruits has improved 
in a most remarkable manner. 
The 
present number of men in the navy is 
27,000. This will probably be reduced 
to more than one-half, as the auxiliary 
cruisers and the 200 or more ships 
that were improvised for the service 
are put out of commission. 
Before 
the war began there were only 7000 
sailors in the navy, not more than 60 
per cent of the number necessary to 
man all of the cruisers and battleships 
with full crews. 
The minimum will 
never be so low again. 
At the fewest 
12,000 will be needed, and Uncle Sam 
can have the pick of the 27,000 now 
on the pay roll.—Chicago Record.

P r e s e r v i n g S p i c e d C u r r a n t « . 


Pick nico bunches of tho so-called 
cherry currants and place them, after 
wiping them, in a glass jar.

small pieces of stick cinnamon and a 
few cloves (without the heads) her« 
and there between tho bunches of cui 
rants. 
Boil together, for fully twou 
ty minutes, a pint of vinegar and a 
piut of granulated sugar, and pour it 
hot over the currants. 
Cover tho jar* 
and let them stand until noxt day. 
4> 


then pour it ovor tho currants whil** 
hot. 
Do this five consecutive days, 
on tho sixth tie up the jars aud set 
them in a cold, dry place. Tho house 
keeper will find those currauts very 
nice in decorating dishes. 
Whito cur 
rants can be mixed with the red. 


C r e a m e d C h i c k e n . 


Cut into bits all the nice lean meat 
from r^ast poultry. 
For one pint of 
meat auow oue cupful of sauco,one egg 
yolk and one cupful of rice, boiled, or 
one quart of mashed potato. Thicken 
one cupful of hot milk with ono table* 
spoonful each of butter 
and flour 
cooked together and seasoned to taste. 
Stew the chicken in water enough to 
keep it from burning while you make 
the sauce. 
Put them together in the 
ceutre of a platter, and arrange the 
boiled rice around the edge, or rub 
mashed potato through 
a 
squash 
strainer, letting it fall lightly around 
the meat, or garnish the dish with 
toast. 
In either case rub tho yolk of 
a hard boiled egg through a strainer 
over tho m eat 
Break the egg before 
cooking, boil only the yolk, and re­ 
serve the uncooked white for frosting; 
coffee, etc. 


Ill a n i l a C u r r y , 


A genuine Manila curry is as fol­ 
lows: 
Cut 
up 
a tender 
spriug 
chicken into pieces about two inches 
square, and parboil in water enough 
to cover. 
Cook twenty minutes, dry 
thoroughly, dredge with flour, an & 
jmt, when cold, in the refrigerator; 
then skim the water in which it boiled, 
strain it through cheesecloth, and 
grate into it a quarter of a fresh co- 
coanut. 
P ut two tablespoonfuls of 
sweetest butter in a fryingpau with 
one small onion chopped fine. 
Bring 
out the chicken and uour over it the 
strained stock, adding one-half table- 
spoonful of the best English curry 
and one-half teaspoonful of salt. Put 
back m pan,let the whole stewr for half 
an hour. 
Add a tablespoonful of fine­ 
ly grated cocoanut. 
Remove from the 
fire aud serve at once with a dish of 
rice cooked perfectly, wfith each grain 
swollen to its fullest extent. 


B r a i s e d B r e a s t o f V e a l. 


Have the breast boned and the 
bones seut, also one pound of clear 
lean veal. 
Put the bones on to boil 
for the cooking later. 
Chop the lean 
meat fine, and then pound to a paste. 
Soak in water as much inside stale 
loaf as you have of the paste, meas­ 
uring before soaking. Mince two small 
onions, fry in butter, add to bread and 
meat and then add two small beaten 
eggs, an even tablespoonful salt, a 
teaspoonful each of pepper and sage. 
Press all through a puree sieve; add 
teaspoonful minced parsley; mix well. 
Season the veal breast with salt and 
pepper, lay the force meat in, wrap 
the breast in a compact roll. 
Rub 
with butter and dredge with flour. 
Put a thin slice of larding pork in a 
close-covered kettle. 
When it dries 
out put in the oil with a sliced onion 
and carrot. 
When browned add cup 
of stock; let roll simmer and now and 
then turn or baste, keeping an even, 
slow cooking for two hours. 
Add 
more water if it boils too low; lift 
out the meat, thicken the gravy and 
serve.

Salt fish may be quickly freshened 
by soaking in sour milk. 


When using vanilla for flavoring 
add half a teas2)oonful of peach ex­ 
tract 


To give an appetizing flavor to a 
broiled beefsteak, rub a cut onion 
over the hot platter, then add the but­ 
ter. 


For stings and poisons a strong so­ 
lution of saleratus and water, imme­ 
diately and frequently applied, gives 
relief aud sure cure. 


Oil stains may be removed from 
wall paper by applying, for four hours, 
powdered pipe clay mixed with water 
to the thickness of cream. 


Occasionally your pet canary bird 
should be fed with a hard-boiled egg, 
chopped fine and mixed with cracker 
crumbs, giving it not more than a 
thimbleful of the mixture at a time, 


A good way to discover the pres­ 
ence of moths and also to destroy 
them is to place a lighted candle in a 
basin of water. 
The moths will be 
attracted by the flame, aud will drop 
into the water. 


Wash silk stockings in lather of 
castile soap, rinse very thoroughly in 
clear water, turn wrong side out, 
wring dry in a cloth; when nearly dry 
stretch and rub with hands to shape 
them; do not iron. 


The way to soften eggs that have 
(by mistake) been boiled too long is 
to get a basin of cold water, put the 
eggs in and leave them for about half 
a minute, which will not only softjn 
them, but improve the flavor. 


PAGANS OF KEW YOKK. 


ONONDACA INDIANS LITTLE INFLU- 


ENCED BY CIVILIZATION.

There are 500 Indians on the Onou- 


daga reservation in New York, Buys 
the Sun, but fewer than a dozen 
houses are visible from the main road 
miming through the settlement. The 
Indian will not Ine in 
a, street like 


the white man. There are no rows 
of dwellings on the reservation, not 
even groups; only isolated huts, gen- 
erally facing away^from the highway, 
The three churches, the three mis- 
sionaries' houses aud the school build- 
ing are the ouly modern structures. 
The council house of the Onondagas 
is conspicuous, and its architecture is 
unmistakably Indian— lon#, low and 
wooden. 
These are the ouly signs of 


civilization to be seen in a drive 
through the rugged stretch of coun- 
try set apart by the state for the In- 
dian. 


The larger number of the Indians 


live in small irnuie houses and log 
huts in obscure lield corners or in the 
woods, as far as possible from the 
traveled roads. 
As an example of the 


Indian's aversion to urban living, 
there is Bill Isaacs. 
He lives alone 


in a log cabin. 
For years he dwelt in 


solitude and happiness ou the laud 
next to the council house, but when 
two other houses made their, appear- 
ance on the opposite side of the way 
his tranquillity was seriously dis- 
turbed. 
He couldn't live with two 


houses staring him in the face, so he 
borrowed a wheelbarrow, pulled his 
his house apart and moved it piece by 
piece down to the gully near the 
creek, away from civilization. 
There 


he put it together again. He hasn't a 
neighbor in sight and his life has re- 
sumed its former peacefulness. 


Civilized ways appeal but slowly to 


the Ouondagas, and in their house- 
hold habits they are almost as primi- 
tive as in the days when wigwams 
were their only shelter. 


An Indian woman's kitchen is an 


indefinite institution. 
During the 


cold weather her housekeeping is done 
in the living room, which is usually 
the only one in the house, but in the 
summer it is of teaer done out of doors 
than in the house. 
Her kitchen con- 


sists of a fire under a tripod, a kettle 
and a frying pan. 
That is her work- 


ing outfit. 
Water is supplie I from 


the springs, of which there are many 
on the reservation. The cabins are 
built without regard to the location of 
the water supply, and the women have 
to sometimes travel long distances 
through the woods, fetching water in 
pails for household, use-. It has not 
occurred to them that this is incon- 
venient. 


In religion the Onoi'uagas show a 


queer mixture of paganism and Chris- 
tianity. From their daily conduct it 
would be impossible to make a classi- 
fication. The pagans have a queer 
belief, which many years ago was 
modified and put on record in their 
language by Handsome Lake, the 
prophet of the nation. 
They believe 


that they are one of the lost tribes of 
Israel and they say that many of their 
religious festivals are similar to those 
of the Israelites. For example, the 
great festival of the year is the burn- 
ing of the white dog, symbolizing the 
Israelitish sacrifice of the scapegoat-. 


The council house is their temple 


of worship aud of social affairs, the 
missionaries having introduced ice 
cream and cake sociables. 


There are three mission churches, 


one Episcopal, one Wesleyan and one 
Wesleyan Episcopal. These missions 
are introducing new methods to inter- 
est the Indian. Beginning with the 
children, they are teaching them in- 
dustrial work, sewing and cooking. 
Beservation cooking as a rule is not 
appetizing. 
Everything is cooked 


floating in greese, and fat pork is the 
basis of every meal. The food, too, is 
served in barbarously crude ways. 
Most of the Indians eat with the lin- 
gers and directly from the dish in 
which the food is cooked. 
A very 


small proportion of the children on 
the reservation are allowed to enter 
the classes, as the old pagans oppose 
every appearance of a change from 
their primitive ludian custom.". 


Missionaries ou the reservation who 


know the habits aud the language of 
the Indians say that the traditional 
stoicism and immobility of the race is 
not due to lack of emotion bnt rather 
to an excess of feeling. 
Their lan- 


guage expresses only a few ideas. 
They hare no words ia their inflexi- 
ble Indian tongue to convey shades 
of emotion. 
From birth they learn 


silence and repression of feeling. 
At 


church services, say the missionaries, 
the simplest religions sentiment ex- 
pressed from the pnlpit will move an 
Indian congregation to weep, but to 
•weep silently as n pained child doe?. 


One of the interesting places on the 


reservation is the school. A room full 
of HttJe Indians is one of the most 
serious spectacles in the world. They 
are silent, solemn nnd watchful. 
As 


pupils they are difficult to teach but 
perfect in discipline. 
Their move- 


ments are slow and their speech is 
deliberate, yet they are alert an A 
shrewd. They learn by watching and 
imitating, for they are dull in reason- 


ing. 
Two young white women direct 


the school and live in a small wing 
adjoining the main building. Two 
rooms are fitted up for them and they 
have added enough of their personal 
belongings to make a comfortable 
home. They do their own house- 
keeping and teach part of each day, 
and still have plenty of 
leisure. 


Through the summer mouths and the 
fall the situation is enviable, for the 
natural beauty of the- reservation is 
not to be surpassed in the state. 
In 


the winter months it is another story. 
The reservation is even more pictur- 
esque, but the life is rigorous for 
other than very hardy young women. 


White children on the reservation 


are deeply influenced by the Indian 
life aud surroundings. 
One of the 


missionaries there has recently given 
up the work because he found it 
necessary to remove his ten-year-old 
sou from the Indian mode of life. 
The boy has lived at the Indian vil- 
lage from babyhood, growing up with 
the young Ouondagas as school com- 
panions and playmates. He speaks 
almost entirely in their tongue and is 
slow and uncertain in the English. 
He is developing all the traits of the 
young Indians, including their inflex- 
ibility and their unnatural solemnity.

The Lake Captain. 


The lake captain has no knowledge 


of the science of navigation. 
Never

In truth, so far as 


following his course goes, the lake 
captain is a pilot rather than a sea- 
man. 
His steering is by compass and 


the shoreline; never does he watch for 
the sun in order to ascertain his posi- 
tion by observation. He depends in 
a large measure upon landmarks in 
finding his way, aud when they are 
hidden by fog or a snow squall he 
must make the best guess he can. He 
has always at least one port to make 
in a day, and sometimes two or three. 
In each of them there is 
enough 


routine work to keep him busy until 
he sails again. 
If he commands a 


freight boat he often has to shift his 
vessel from one dock to another, per- 
uaps several times, in order to pick 
up all his cargo. 
No pilot meets him 


off a harbor to share his responsibility 
and steer his vessel in. He must not 
only keen the deck during the storms 
ami wheu entering and leaving port, 
bnt also during fogs and when the 
dense smoke from the forest fires of 
autumn lies on the water, for such 
well-traveled thoroughfares as lie sails 
demand eternal vigilance. In harbor 
and sea the lake captain's duties ar« 
many and his hours of labor long.— 
Allen Uendricks, ia North American 
Review,

Cl'uotn, carafes, decanters, toilet bot- 
tles, etc., is to put the ordinary, every- 
day Irish potato peelings in them and 
allow to stand over night On rinsing 
out the glass will be found clear and 
brilliant. 
Pebbles and shot should 


never be used as they scratch and 
wear the inner surface. 


Improving White Cloth*. 


To improve the color of white cloths 


and clothing that have been washed a 
spoonful of borax dissolved in a little 
hot water should be added to the last 
water in which they are rinsed. 
It 


will whiten the clothes very much. 
Another hint for the laundry is to add 
a little dissolved gum arabic to the 
boiled starch used for linen collar?, 
cuffs and the bosoms of snirts. 
Fre- 


quently salt is also mixed with th» 
starch. 


Cleaning; Jewelry. 


Gold jewelry may be cleaned by 


washing it in a lather of warm soap- 
suds to which a few drops of sal vol- 
atile have been added. 
This imparts 


brilliance, and the articles should then 
be dried with a chamois leather. 


Silver jewelry should also be washed 


in a little warm, soapy water. It may 
then be polished with a very little of 
the best whiting or hartshorn powder 
and finished with a soft leather. Mal- 
tese silver ornaments rf filigree work 
do not require a powder to be used; 
they should be brushed with a small 
brush aud soapy water, dried careful- 
ly and rubbed with a soft leather. 


After gold jewelry has been cleaned, 


it should be placed in a bag of box- 
wood sawdust, to be procured from a 
jeweler's; shake aad rub the orna- 
ments thoroughly in the dust, and 
they will look beautifully bright and 
clean when taken out. Chains and 
necklets may be treated in this way. 


The China Clo-set. 


A woman who is building a house, 


which is the crystallization of her in- 
genuity and ideas of convenience 
picked up here, there aud everywhere, 
has in the china closet opening from 
her dining room two deep drawers in- 
serted under the bottom shelf. 
The 


drawers are each of them fourteen 
inches deep and are lined throughout 
with tin. 
In one of them bread is to 


be kept and in the other cake. 
They 


fit snugly, the cake drawer locking. 
Everybody knows that the tin bread 
and cake boxes which are bought 
at the shops aud which are kept on 
the floors or shelves of closets are 
very well while new, but the careless 
opening and shutting of them many 
times a day soon bangs them into a 
shape which prevents their tight clos- 
ing. 
Wheu that condition is reached, 


they are about as useless as an open 
shelf for the purpose for which they 
were designed, that of keeping out 
the heat and damp air, and also mir-e, 
if such infest the place. 
Housekeep- 


ers whose china closets have been in 
existence for years will find it an easy 
matter to have such drawers added.

thirty drops of Tarragon 
vinegar. 


Keep stirring and do not let it burn. 
Add a teaspoon fiour, pepper and salt, 
break in an egg; stir well. Then pour 
on veal broth if yon have it, enough 
for each one at table to have a cup. 
Lay dice of stale bread in the tureen, 
season the' soup if there is any lack, 
pour a half cup of cream and serve. 


String Beau Salad—Take about a 


pound of string beans, string, wash" 
and split through the middle aud boil 
till quite done; then take them out 
and put in a dish to cool; then cut 
one good-sized onion or two small 
ones half-moon slices; put into a dish 
aud pour boiling water over; stir and 
strain, then pour cold water and 
strain; add to the beans: cut some 
parsley fine and mix with beans; make 
a dressing of vinegar aad olive oil: 
salt and pepper; this may be served 
with cold or w-arm meat. Peas may 
be .served in the same way. 


Eggs a la Bonne Femme—Take six 


large eggs, boil them ten minutes; 
when cool remove the shells; divide 
them equally in halves, take out the 
yolks aud cut off from each the point- 
ed tip of the white that they may 
stand flatly. Make tiny dice of some 
cold chicken, ham, boiled beet root 
and the yolks. 
Fill the hollows with 


these np to the brim and pile the dice 
high in the centre—two of ham and 
chicken, two of boiled beet root and 
two with hard yolks. 
Arrange some 


neatly cnt lettuce ou a dish and place 
eggs amongst it. 


Eoast Mutton, Peasant Style—Blend 


together a tablespoonful each of bnt- 
ter and flour, a half tesspoonful of 
sali, and saltsjroouful of paprika, aud 
rub thoroughly over a sxuali, well- 
trimmed' leg of mntton. 
In a but- 


tered roasting pan place a layer of 
nicely browned, 
buttered 
bread- 


crumbs. 
On this spread a two-inch 


layer of shredded cabbage, po.jr over 
a gJassfnl of strong -vinegar and two 
glasses of water; place the mutton on 
the cabbage and roast until done, 
basting constantly.

MAUSERS VS. KRAC-JORCENSENS. 


Some Comparisons Recently Made by 


Experts at the Springfield Arsenal. 
While no decision haa yet been 


made as to what shall be done with 
the Spanish Mauser rifles which ar- 
rived in the United States arsenal re- 
cently, it is expected that, after hav- 
ing been cleaned and repaired, these 
weapons will be sold to the public as 
curiosities. 


Officials at the arsenal state that 


these Spanish guns, besides being in 
every way inferior to the Krag-Jor- 
gensen rides used by • our regular 
army, show rough and ignorant us- 
age at the hands of the Spanish sol- 
diers. 


The main difference between the 


Krag and the Mauser is that, while 
both are bolt guns, the former has a 
magazine which, filled with five car- 
tridges, can be cut off so as to make 
the rifle practically a single shooter ; 
the latter's magazine cannot be so cut 
off. 
It is, therefore, really a repeat- 


ing rifle. 
Furthermore, in the Krag 


the bolt is opened and closed by the 
action of cams—an application 
of 


power similar to that used on chain- 
less bicycles—while with the Mauser 
the man has to compress the main 
spring by direct force. 


It is probable that these Mausers 


will be sold for not less than S15 
apiece, so that for every one sold the 
government will be a little mere than 
reimbursed for the manufacture of 
one Krag-Jorgensen, which, as made 
at the arsenal, cost §14.50. 


Several Krags have arrived at the 


arsenal for repairs after having been 
used by rough riders. They show 
that they can stand very hard usage 
without impairing their 
efficiency, 


proving thereby the excellence of 
their pattern, manufacture and ma- 
terial. 
There are two which, after 


having been carried th'rough the surf, 
filled with sand and wet with water, 
and having gone through all the fight- j 
ing, were quite ready for use just as j 
they were when they arrived without 
any cleaning or oiling. The butt of one 
of these—carbine pattern—was split 
and perforated by a Mauser bullet, 
which most likely bored a hole also 
through the arm of whatever Kough 
Eider held the gun at the time. 


One reason of the inferiority of the 


Mausers is that they are made by con- 
tract by a firm in Berlin, Germany, 
while our guns are made at the 
Springfield arsenal under the direct 
supervision of ordnance officers. 
Our 


guns are therefore exactly alike, one 
to the other, while the material and 
workmanship of the Spanish rifles 
show many degrees of quality. — 
Springfield Union.

conditions 
of 
Cuba, 
analyzing 
the 


budget of that isiand for 14 years, 
showing the sources of income and the 
causes of expenditure. There are some j 
supplementary reports yet to be made, j 


Mr. Porter examined Loth in 
the 
I 


United States and Cuba some 500 wit- i 
nesses, all of whose testimony is pub- 
lished in the appendix to the report. 
Mr. Porter has also submitted for the 
approval of the secretary of the treas- 
ury a complete revision cf the tariff in 
the form of a new bill, which will be 
examined by ihe experts of the treas- 
ury department and if approved will 
be promuig-ated by the president and 
take effect at the port of Cienfue^os 
Dec. 
1. that being, in all probability, 


the first Important port to come into 
the possession of the "United States. 
Commissioner Porter says: 


"The Spanish tariff was 
made by- 


Spaniards for Spain, in the interest 
of the Spaniards. That saems t~> be the 
only principle in it. 
On any other 


theory it was inexplicable. The rates 
were full of inequalities and were not

"The cupidity and rapacity of the 


Spanish official in Cuba is beyond con- 
ception, and if we may judge by th~ 
results at Santiago the United Stares 
officials trill be able to collect as mu^h 
revenue on a tariff the duties of which 
are nearly two-thirds less, than under 
the inl-ix.jtw.s law no-»- in force."

Thafe- express train consisted of ex- 


press, limi! and baggage cars, a second 
c'ass car, one first class coach and two 
Pullman sleepers. The second class car 
was next to the baggage car and ahead 
of the first class coach and sleepers. It 
was pretty well filled with people, there 
being t\\enty or more passengers in it, 
and hardly any of them escaped with- 
out injury, 


Between Belleville and Murray Hill 


crossing the road is single tracked, the 
only piece cf single track between To- 
ronto and Montreal. At Murray Hill 
crosfeinjj the westbound express usually 
leaves the single track and takes the 
double track, and it was about a mile 
and a half west of this point where 
the accident occurred. 


Whether the signals were right or 


not will never be known, the engineer 
and fireman of the wrecked train being 
both dead. Both engines were totally 
destroyed, and the freight was thrown 
completely over the passenger engine 
into the ditch beyond. 


The engineer and fireman of the 


freight engine, Thomas Ivens and Alex 
Toppin, both of Toronto, jumped and 
escaped with slight injuries.

Brady, engineer, of Belleville, and John 
McDonald, fireman, of Belleville, who 
were in charge of the passenger en- 
gine, were killed. 


The greatest destruction was wrought 


in the second class car. The baggage 
car was driven into and almost com- 
pletely through it, the passengers be- 
ing crushed and mangled underneath 
the timbers of the car. The mall car 
was forced right on top of the baggage 
car, and the express car was partially 
wrecked. The first class car was un- 
injured, as were also the two sleepers, 
although the passengers were awaken- 
ed by the shock.

* TflE WAR TAX MEASURE 


Will Xot Be Repealed at the Com 1015 


Session of Conjrress. 


Washington. Nov. 15.—The Washing- 


ton Post states that the war tax will 
not be abolished at the coming short 
session of congress, and that there will 
be no revision of the tariff whatever. 
Jt bases this announcement upon the 
positive statement made by Chairman 
Dingley, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, who in an interview says: 


"The government will need for some 


time all the revenue produced by the 
war taxes. During- th-e month of Oc- 
tober the war expenditure exceeded the 
war revenue by some $14.00.000. and this 
month they will be $10.090.000 in excess. 
This being the ease, there will be no 
change, at least th's fiscal year. The 
war revenue act will continue in force 
and unchanged, expert perhaps in a 
few minor administrative features, for 
at least a jear longer.

JAPAN RAZES A CITY. 


Action Taken in |''OMJI«HI» That I* With- 


out Pi-«'c<Ml<-iit In IIJKlory, 


It is probablo tiiut tlio action of the 


Japanese government in ordering the 
destruction of the city of Teckcliam, 
FonnoKii, and the removal of all of its 
inhabitants to a «e\v locution, is prob- 
ably without a precedent in history. 
The city is situatwl on the northwest 
coast of the island, and has been fre- 
quently subject to pestilence, with the 
Hucriiice of thousands of lives. 
As 


long as Formosa was under the con- 
trol of the Chinese, no attention was 
paid to tbe matter, and there are sev- 
eral cities in Chiuu where such calam- 
ities occur with regular frequency 
without any effort oil the part of the 
government or the people to prevent 
or remedy them. 


The cities along the shores of the 


Yellow river are illustrations. This 
stream is known as "China's Sorrow," 
because it always overflows its banks 
after a heavy rainfall. 
The bed is aot 


sufficient to contain the drainage of 
the valley through which it flows. 
As many as 100,000 people bave been 
drowned in one of these periodicals 
inundations. 
But, with the curious 


persistency that is a characteristic of 
the Chinese race, the survivors return 
to their former homes as soon as the 
water subsides, burn a few s'ticks of 
incense to appease tbe dragon of the 
water, but take no further steps for 
their protection. 


The Japanese are different, and are 


as fond of inundations as the Chinese 
are opposed to them. Japan has been 
in control of Formosa nearly three 
years, and in 1896 and 1897 plagues 
visited Teckchain witb enormous fa- 
tality. 
Tbe phenomenon being called 


to the attention of the government,an 
investigation was ordered by sanitary 
experts, who reported that the city 
was built upon a swamp, aud that at 
certain seasons of tbe year poisonous 
gases issued from the ground, where- 
upon an order was issued to Mr. 
Saknrai, tbe governor, to select a new 
location as convenient to the old one 
as possible, -where the natural condi- 
tions were healthful. A new city was 
laid out by experts, and each property 
holder in tbe old one was assigned a 
site that corresponded in area with 
that he occupied at Teckcham, and ha 
was given twelve mouths to remove 
liis buildings and belongings. 


Sewers, roadways and sidewalks, 


public building, Avaterworks, and all 
other public improvements were laid 
out by the government in the new city 
without expense to the people, but 
they were required to pay the cost of 
the removal of their own property. 
This is not so expensive an under- 
taking as one might suppose, because 
most of the houses and other build- 
ings in Teckcham, as well as in other 
cities, are built of the very lightest 
wooden material, and a Japanese house 
offers the advantage of being taken 
apart without difficulty or injury. 


Tbe undertaking is a notable illus- 


tration of the enterprise and the wis- 
dom of the Japanese government.

Considering the clanger encountered, 


the percentage of fatalities were ex- 
traordinarily small. Far more station 
employes than riders were killed by 
the Indians, aud even of the latter 
more were killed off clnty than on.

than five years. The new thimbles 
are made of rubber and designed to 
lessen the shock to the nerve centres. 
They fit the ends of the fingers like 
glove fingers. They are made in sets, 
according to the size of the glove 
worn, and can be ordered in that way. 
They come in sets, or singly. 
A 


pneumatic ring cushion forms the end 
of the thimble. In making a number 
of carbon copies 
the amount of 


strength is lessened by their use, and 
it is said that the speed is also in- 
creased at least ten per cent. It is 
certain that they save the ends of the 
fingers 
from becoming callous or 


cracked,and save the nails from break- 
ing and splitting.—Chieago Time* 
Herald.

SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS. 


The animal increase of the German

ing apparatus, as evidence that the 
lead has reached the solid ground. 


Entomologists of the department of 


agriculture have discovered that the 
destroyers of silver maples are being 
themselves destroyed by the coccopha- 
gus lecauii, a small internal parasite. 


Kohlmann Kosental, an English- 


man, and Dr. Von Komocki, a Berlin 
chemist, assert that they have invented 
a match that will strike anywhere, 
and no phosphorus is used in it. 
Thia 


invention, they say, will do away with 
the horrors of necrosis, to which em- 
ployes in match factories are subject. 


An invention, now in practical use, 


that is destined to revolutionize the 
present system of aerating milk and 
water consists of n specially con- 
structed bottle and a portable steel 
capsule charged with .carbonic acid 
gas. The capsule is fitted into the 
neck of the bottle and the screwing 
on of the stopper liberates the gas, 
which is forced into the liquid con- 
tents of the bottle. 


AMERICAN LANTERNS. 


Carried Wherever .Lanterns Are Used 


All Over the World. 


American lanterns are exported to 


all the countries of the world where 
lanterns are used. 
Many are sent to 


South Africa and to South America, 
to Austialia and New Zealand, and 
some are sold in Asia. 
Few, propor- 


tionately, are sent to Europe. 


Kerosene oil is 
now 
commonly 


burned in lanterns all over the world. 
There are no lanterns made nowa- 
days for candles only, but there are 
exported to South Africa some lan- 
terns made so that either candles or 
oil may be burned in them. 
They are 


provided'with a caudle socket which 
may be set down into the oil reser- 
voir, the wick-holder having been re- 
moved. 
By removing the candle 


socket and screwing in the wick hold- 
er the lantern is made ready to burn 
oil. 
Excepting railroad and 
other 


lanterns made nowadays are of the 
kind known as tubular, first intro- 
duced about thirty years ago, and 
now made in various modifications as 
to detail, the tubular part of the lan- 
tern being designed with a view to 
producing better combustion and a 
brighter light. 
The lanterns made 


for ordinary uses are produced in 
about forty styles. 


The American lanterns are the light- 


est, the slightest in appearance and 
the best adapted to their use, and 
they are sold cheaper than lanterns 
of equal quality produced elsewhere. 
There are large establishments in this 
country making lanterns only. 
It is 


probable that more lanterns are now 
exported from this country than from 
either England or Germany, and the 
exports of American lanterns are in- 
creasing.—New York Sun.

A New Kind of Fuel. 


Those concerned in the coal indus- 


try will be interested to know that a 
new form of fuel is being suggested 
from one of the colonies. 
It is offi- 


cially reported from Barbados that the 
island is commencing to export "inan- 
jak" or "glance pitch," which is a 
product of the nature of petroleum in 
a bituminous form, and when mixed 
with infusorial earth can be used for 
fuel. 
It is found in veins, like coal 


seams, and has very great heating 
powers when ground into fine dust. 
Its principal drawback is its extreme- 
ly low melting point; and scientists 
are endeavoring to find a substance 
with which it can be properly com- 
bined for purposes of steam fuel. 


One or two shafts have been sunk in 


various places on the northern end of 
the island, and a considerable quantity 
has been extracted. 
Some has been 


used on railway locomotives, more or 
less successfully, and on some of the 
sugar estates to economize their ex- 
penditure iu coal. 
Eight hundred 


and s-eventy-eight tons were exported 
last year, of which 571 weut to the 
United States and 250 to the United 
Kingdom. 
Its value is given at $10 


per ton. 


There is the indication of the pres- 


ence of a large quantity of this mate- 
rial in the island, aud it remains to be 
seen whether it can be successfully 
developed; but Barbados has tha great 
advantage of cheap labor, and of the 
presence on the same ground of the 
iufusoiiai e.u Jh with which it 13 mixed 
to become marketable. 
It is further 


to be noted that there are indications 
also in Barbados of oil-bearing rock, 
with a large percentage of petroleum. 
—Florida Ti:ues-Union.

Yv^af-hinston, Nov. IG.—Hon. Robert 
P. Porter, 
special commissioner 
for 
the Utiited States to Cuba and Puerto 
Rico, yesterday presented his report to 
the president 
and 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury. 
The report submitted eon- 
tains about 60,000 words and eoes very 
fully irtto the linancial and economical 
conditions 
of 
Cuba, 
analyzing 
the 
budget of 
that island for 
14 years, 
showing the souixes of income and the 
causes of expenditure. 
There are some 
supplementary reports yet to be made. 


Mr. Porter 
examined 
both 
in 
the 
United States and Cuba some 500 wit- 
nesses, all of whose testimony is pub- 
lished in the appendix to the report. 
Mr. Porter has also submitted for the 
approval of the secretary of the treas- 
ury a complete revision of the tariff in 
the form of a now bill, which will be 
examined by the experts of the treas- 
ury department and if approved will 
be promuigrated by the president and 
take eilect at the port of Cienfuecros 
Dec, 1. tliat being, in all probability, 
the first Important port to come into 
the prnsession of the United 
States. 
Commissioner Porter says: 


"The Spanish tariff was 
made by 
Spaniards for Spain, In the 
interest 
of the Spaniards. That s-^ems to be the 
only principie in it. 
On 
any 
other 
theory it was inexplicable. 
The rates 
were full of inequalities and were not 
levied on any sound principle, but on 
the 'heads Spain 
wins, 
tails 
Cuba 
loses' idea, which prevails in the whole 
fiscal fabric. 
1 


"The cupidity and rapacity of the 
Spanish oindal in Cuba is beyond con- 
ception, and if we may jud/re by th^ 
re.'iults at Santiago the United States 
cfílclals will be able to collect as murh 
revenue on a tariff the duties of which 
Are nearly two-thirds less than under 
fche ln^'£.vUc>;;» law now in force." 


Mr; Porter gives a table showing the 
average annual custom house receipts 
in the Island of Cuba from 1SS6 to 1897, 
inclusive, to be $12.645.804. 


In an interesting analysis of the Cu- 
ban budget showing how much reve- 
nue is required and how much may 
reasonably be expected from the tariff 
to be enforced Mr, Porter says: 


"The 
money 
collected from Cuba, 
whether it was $2G.OOO.OOO or less, has 
all gone, and nothing is likely to be 
found in the treasury but numerous 
evidences of promises to pay, records 
of receipts given by the government for 
goods not paid for, debts of all kinds, 
including the salaries of a large num- 
ber of minor ofiuials. 
The first and 
most important item of expenditure is 
for sovereignty expenses, and 
aggre- 
gates a sum exceeding $22,000.000. 
The 
largest item is that of the interest on 
public debt, which aggregates $10,435,- 
183. 


An important sul)ject in the report is 
that in relation to the currency. 
Says 
the report: 


"Although 
Cuba 
is 
aiHicted 
with 
many kinds of depreciated 
currency, 
the established basis Is strictly gold. 
Indeed, 
there 
is 
something 
almost 
pathetic in the manner in which Cuba, 
though plundered and depleted of her 
resources of wealth, ha,s never wavered 
from a gold basis. The testimony taken 
and statements made on this subject 
have been unanimously in favor of a 
continuous gold basis, for the Cubans 
have suffered so much from Spain's vari- 
ous attempts to force depreciated cur- 
rcncy upon the people, both in the form 
of silver and bank bills, that they want 
no further experiment with the cur- 
rency." 


Mr. Porter then takes up the ques- 
^ tion of taxation, and suggc-sts the abo- 
' lltjon of certain taxes, especially that 
known as the "consumption tax" on 
the Icillirg of cattlo. which is an ex- 
action that greatly increases the price 
of food to the people. "This tax/' says 
Mr. 
Porter, 
"like 
many 
others, 
is 
simply farmed out to private firms or 
corporatlon.s, v»'hose emissaries in its 
collection b<^tom( a constant 
menace 
to thrift and industry in their respec- 
tive districts. 
Another tux which will 
fall down c.f its own weig^ht is the 
"cédula," or head tax. which varies in 
amount from a few cents to $100, ac- 
cording to the rank and importance of 
the individuiil. 
Curiously enoufih, this 
tax when 
not 
culJected 
becomes 
a 
greater source of injustice and annoy- 
ance than when collected. 
It is gen- 
erally allowfd to run until somfi occa- 
sion cornes fur the unhappy victim uf 
Spanish rapacity to require a public 
document or i>ermit to bury a child or 
relative, a Jicense to niarry, a trans- 
fer of real estate 
or 
a notarial ac- 
knowledgment. 
Then it is that the 
petty rascals in charge of public busi- 
ness bear down heaviiy, and un.es3 the 
ñiiQí$ and back 
and a hand- 


some "gratiijcation" to the oilicial is 
forthcoming, the body must await in- 
terment, the marriage must be post- 
poned or a transaction delayed. 


J^r. Porter ihvii lakes Ui? the ques* 


tion of education. 
There are free pub- 
lic schools in Cuba, but the teachers 
have the right to take pay scliolars, 
and naturally those who do not pay 
get little or no attention. 
The pro- 
portion of people who are Illiterate is 
very great. 
Some statistics show only 
one in forty of 1 he laboring classes 
able to read and write. 
There can be 
no 
stable 
irovernment in Cuba, Mr. 
Porter says, until this has been reme- 
died. 


Mr. PiTt^'r closes his recointi-enda- 
tions by i^iving an account of tl e con- 
dititm of lau'ir in the island, In which 
he says: 


"There is at this momiMit a steady 
increns'e in the demand for labor on 
plantations, and in Santiago province 
labor for the mines. 
While in C\iba 
your C( iriinisFioner received one cable 
dispatch calling for 1,500 laborers for 
tlie mines, whl^e three large planters 
stood ready between them to employ a 
thousand men to work in the sugar 
fields. 
In 
the 
neighborhood of 
the 
sugar plantations all the able bodied 
men had eitlJbr been killed In battle, 
died of disease or starA'atlon, or were 
LOO weak to withstand the hard labor." 


CARLIST UPRISING PREDICTED. 


Spulu Will I^robably ITnvo Moro Trou- 
blti Within a Few Weeks. 


London, Nov. 16.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: 
"A 
leading Carlist tells me he will be as- 
tonished if a formidable rising does not 
occur in Spain within a month after 
the peace treaty is signed. 
The Car- 
lists have abundant supplies of money, 
and, my informant says, only some- 
thing very big and unexpected can pre- 
vent a rising. 


"This appears to agree with the news 
that Don Carlos has succeeded in rais- 
ing an important loan in London and in 
Paris, and that wealthy Carlist fam- 
ilies are insuring their property against 
war risks. 


"I questioned a prominent ofilcial at 
the Spanish war olilce. today on the 
subject, and he told me he was well 
aware of the Carlist activity, but that 
the government was even more ready 
than the Ciirlists. 
The bulk 
of 
the 
actual standing army of Spain, he said, 
13 now occupying Aragr.n, the Basque 
provinces and North CataU nla. There 
Is a larger number of ^mt 
the 


colors than the" law au'thorizes in or- 
dinary times, the government having 
decided that this is necessary to pre- 
serve internal order. 
During the last 
two months—still according to my In- 
formant—the government has greatly 
increased its war material and has re- 
placed most of the artillery and am- 
munition sent to the West Indies. 
My 
own opinion is, however, that the Span- 
ish people will not tolerate a Carlist 
rising, because civil war would only 
complete Spain's ruin." 


Sontli Carolina l^ynchors. 
Greenwood, S. C., Nov. 
12.—Kleven 
negroes and one white man are dead as 
the result of the race war here. 
The 
trouble began on election day, when 
J. I. Etheridge, white, was killed at 
the polls. 
Then the whites organized 
and went hunting negroes, with 
the 
above result. 
R. R. Tolbert, the Re- 
publican candidate for congress, de- 
clares that Ktheridge was killed by 
one of his own party. Tolbert has pre- 
sented a complaint to President Mc- 
Kinley, going to Washington for that 
purpose. 
The Tolberts are denounced 
as the instigators of the trouble, and 
all of them have been compelled to flee. 


lieolproclt.r Nejiotlntlous Suspended. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
16.—Negotiations 
on the proposed reciprocity treaty be- 
tween this government and Great Brit- 
ain relative to the British West Indies 
have come to a halt, with no present 
indication that the treaty will be con- 
cluded in the near future. 
The nego- 
tiations had proceeded to an advanced 
stage last spring, it being hoped that 
the signatures would be appended be- 
fore congress adjourned, in order that 
the senate might have an opportunity 
to ratify. 
Since then, 
however, 
ob- 
stacles have developed, and the nego- 
tiations which were so far along have 
lapsed into a condition of inaction.

CAUSED B Y M I S P L A C E D 
S W I T C H . 


Trenton, Ont., 
Nov. 
16.—A 
Grand 
Trunk express train bound for Toronto 
crashed into a moving freight 
train 
near Murray Hill crossing, two miles 
west of there, and several cars were 
smashed almost to splinters. 
So far 
as known 12 people were killed and a 
dozen cr more seriously injured. 
A 
misplaced switch was the cause of the 
accident, the westbound train 
taking 
the wrong track, on which was 
the 
eastbound freight. 


Tha^exprcss train consisted of ex- 
press, Inail and baggage cars, a second 
c'ass car, one first class coach and two 
Pullman sleepers. The second class car 
was next to the baggage car and ahead 
of the first class coach and sleepers. It 
was pretty well filled with people, tiiere 
being twenty or more passengers in it, 
and hardly any of them escaped with- 
out Injury. 


Between Belleville and Murray Hill 
crossing the road is single tracked, the 
only piece of single track between To- 
ronto and Montreal. 
At Murray Hill 
crossing the westbound express usually 
leaves the single track and takes the 
double track, and it was about a mile 
and a half west of this point where 
the accident occurred. 


Whether tlie signals were right or 
not will never be known, the engineer 
and fireman of the wrecked train being 
both dead. 
Both engines were totally 
destroyed, and the freight was thrown 
completely over the passenger engine 
into the ditch beyond. 


The 
engineer 
and 
fireman 
of 
the 
freight en£>ine, Thomas Ivens and Alex 
Toppin, both of Toronto, jumped and 
escaped with slight Injuries. " W. H. 
Brady, engineer, of Belleville, and John 
McDonald, 
fireman, 
of Belleville, who 
were in charge of the passenger en- 
gine, were killed. 


The greatest destruction was wrought 
in the second class car. 
The baggage 
car was driven into and almost com- 
pletely through It, the passengers be- 
ing crushed and mangled 
underneath 
the timbers of the car. 
The mail car 
was forced right on top of the baggage 
car. and the express car was partially 
wrecked. 
The first class car was un- 
injured, as were also the two sleepers, 
although the passengers were awaken- 
ed by the shock. 
The work of pulling 
out the dead and Injured was com- 
menced 
immediately. 
Some 
of 
the 
bodies were so horribly mangled that 
recognition was almost impossible. The 
injured were taken to the hospital at 
Belleville.

THE WAR TAX MEASURE 


V7in Xot Be Ropealod ac the Comlno; 
Session of Concri'ess. 
Washington, Nov. 15.—The Washing- 
ton Post states that the war tax will 
not be abolished at the coming short 
session of congress, and that tliere will 
be no revision of the tariff whatever. 
It bases this announcement upon the 
positive statement made by Cliairman 
Dingley, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, who in an inteiwlew says: 


"Tlie government \vlll need for some 
time all the revenue produced by the 
war taxes. 
During the month of Oc- 
tober the war expenditure exceeded the 
war revenue by some $14,00,000, and this 
month they will be $10,000.000 In excess. 
This being the case, there will be no 
change, at least tills fiscal year. 
The 
war I'evenue act will continue in force 
and unchanged, except perhaps in a 
few minor administrative features, for 
at least a >ear longer. 


"It Is hardly necessary to add/' con- 
tinued Mr. Dingley, "that there will be 
no revision of the tariff, although I 
Jiuve seen some statement to the eiiect 
that such a revision is contemplated. 


"The 
stssion 
is 
limited 
to 
three 
months," contiued Mr. Dingley, "and 
that short period will be main'y occu- 
pied in passing the appropriatiun bills, 
in enacting new laws for the regular 
army and in deciding upon the legis- 
lation necessary for the goveniment of 
Hawaii. Jn addltii-n to these important 
matters the usual number af routine 
matters will arise. 
From the present 
outlook the session will be well under 
way before iha treaty of peace with 
Spain will be laid bcfoie the senate, and

are made of rubber and designed to 
lessen the shock to the nerve centres. 
They fit the ends of the 
fingers 
like 
glove 
fingers. 
They are made iu sets, 
according to the size of 
the glove 
M'orn, and can be ordered in that way. 
They come in sets, 
or singly. 
A 
pneumatic )'ing cushion forms the end 
of the thimble. 
In making a number 
of 
carbon 
copies 
the amount 
of 
strength is lessened by their use, and 
it is said that the speed is also 
in- 
creaifed at least ten per cent. 
It 
is 
certain that they save the ends of the 
fingers 
from becoming 
callous 
or | 
cracked, and save the nails from break- 
ing and 
splitting,—Chieago 
Times 
Herald. 


Carried AVliorcvor I^untorna Aro Used 
All Over tho World, 


American lanterns are exj^orted to 
nil the countries of the world where 
lanterns are used. 
Many are sent to 
South Africa and to South America, 
to Australia aud New Zealand, and 
some are sold in Asia. 
Few, propor- 
tionately, are sent to Euroi^e. 


Kerosene oil is 
now 
commonly 
burned in lanterns all over the world. 
There are no lanterns made 
noAva- 
da^'s for candles only, but there are 
exported 
to South Africa some lan- 
terns made so that either candles or 
oil may be burned inthem. 
They are 
provided'with a candle socket which 
may be set down into the oil reser- 
voir, the wick-holder having been re- 
moved, 
By removing 
the 
candle 
socket and screwing in the wick hold- 
er the lantern is made ready to burn 
oil. 
Excepting railroad and 
other 
lanterns made nowadays 
are of the 
kind known 
as tubular, first intro- 
duced 
about 
thirty years ago, and 
now made in various modifications as 
to detail, the tubular jmrt of the lan- 
tern being designed with a view 
to 
jDroducing better combustion and a 
brighter 
light. 
The lanterns made 
for ordinary uses 
are jn'oduced 
in 
about forty styles. 


The American lanterns are the light- 
est, the slightest in appearance and 
the best adapted 
to their use, and 
they aro sold cheaper than lanterns 
of equal quality produced elsewhere. 
There are large establishments in this 
country making lanterns only. 
It is 
probable that more lanterns are now 
exported from this country than from 
either England or Germany, and the 
exports of American lanterns are in- 
creasing.—New York Sun.

A Now Kind of Fuel. 


Those concerned in the coal indus 
try will be interested to know that a 
new form of fuel is being suggested 
from one of the colonies. 
It is olli- 
cially reported from Barbados that the 
island is commencing to exjjort '*man- 
jak" or **glance pitch," which is a 
jn-oduct of tho nature of petroleum in 
a bituminous form, aud when mixed 
with infusorial earth can be used for 
fuel. 
It is found in veins, like coal 
seams, and has very great heating 
powers when ground into fine dust. 
Its principal drawback is its extreme- 
ly low melting point; and scientists 
are endeavoring to find a substance 
with which it can be properly com- 
bined for pui'i^oses of steam fuel. 


One or two shafts have been sunk in 
various jjlaces on the northern end of 
the island, and a considerable quantity 
has been extracted. 
Some has been 
used on railway locomotives, more or 
less successfully, aud on somo of tho 
sugar estates to economize their ex- 
penditure in coal. 
Eight 
hundred 
and heventy-eight tons were exported 
last year, of which 571 went to the 
United States and 250 to the United 
Kingdom, 
Its value is given at §1U 
per ton. 


There is the indication of the pres- 
ence 0Ï a large quantity of this mate- 
rial in the island, aud it remains to be 
seen whether it can be successfully 
developed; but Barbados has the great 
advantage of cheap labo]-, and oi the 
Ijresenco on the same ground of the 
infusorial eurth with which it is mixed 
to become marketable. 
It is further 
to be noted that there are indications 
also in Barbados of oil-bearing rock, 
with a large percentage of petroleum, 
—Florida Times-Union,

"There is a rich family named Loft- 
ing in England," said a dealer iu 
fancy articles, "the fortune of whose 
house was founded by so apparently 
insignificant little little thing as the 
thimble. 
The first thimble seen in 
England was made in London less 
than 200 years ago by a metal worker 
named John Lofting. 
The usefulness 
of the article commended it at once to 
all who used the needle, aud Lofting 
acquired a large fortune and gi-eat 
fame iu the manufacture of the new 
accessory to the needleworker's art. 
The implement was then called the 
thumb beli, aud was worn on the 
thumb. 
This clumsy mode of utiliz- 
ing it was soon changed, but when 
and why the name thimble was given 
the article does not appear. Lofting's 
thimbles, and, in fact, all thimbl^s, 
were made of either iron or brass, and 
specimens of them extant, many of 
which are preserved as heirlooms, are 
crude aud clumsy-iooking things com 
pared with the commonest thimble of 
to-day, although their cost was mauy

All that remains above earth of the 
irresponsible crank who iired the shot 
which ended the life of President 
James A, Garfield is the skeleton, 
brain and stuffed head, which are now 
preserved among other ghastly relics 
in the Army Medical Museum at the 
city of Washington. The skeleton was 
cleaned by the museum workmen im- 
mediately after Ihe execution, and 
has since been kept in a glass case in 
an out-of-the-way corner of the great 
National repository of ghastly curios. 
Each bone is carefully lettered with 
indelible ink, probably as a means of 
identification should the skeleton or a 
portion of it be stolen. 


The brain is kept in a lar^^e fflass jar 
of alcohol, and, like the skeleton, its 
presence in the buildinpf is known to 
but few outside ofths emploj'es. 


The most grewsome memento of the 
great tragedy of 1881 kept by the mu- 
seum authorities is the mounted head 
of Guiteau. 
Before putting the bodj^ 
in the boiler^ for the purpose of re> 
moving the flesh from the the bones, 
the head was cut off and the skull de- 
nuded of its skin and iiesh. After this 
had been done, the skin was sewed up 
and stuffed, so that it would look as 
lifelike as possible, and then pickled 
in alcohol. 


After this ghoulish work had all 
been completed 
the flesh was cre- 
mated by those having tho work in 
charge, this last act takinpr place on 
tho night'of November 27, 1882. —.\ew 
York Advertiser. 


TJio World's Ships. 


The annual statistics oE the Bureau 
Veritas classification of ships relating 
to the mercantile navy of the world 
give the total number of sea-going 
vessels now afloat measuring over fifty 
tone, as 25,570, with an aggregateton- 
nage of 9,323,9D5 tons. 
Of this num- 
ber, Great Britain comes first -with 
6793 ships of '3,333,607 tons. 
The 
United States is second with 3824 ves- 
sels and 1,262,317 tone. 
Norway is 
third with nearly 1000 less vessels 
than the United »States, but nearly the 
same amount of tonnage. 
Prance oc- 
cupies only the eighth rank, between 
Sweden and Greece. In regard to the 
steamers, England counts 5771 ves- 
sels, w t h nearly 10,000,000 
tons. 
Germany, ivhich comes second, 
has 
820 steamers, 
of 
1,306,711 tons. 
France third, with 501 steamers, and 
864,598 tons, while the United States 
holds fourth place, with 447 steamer^ 
and 703,339 tons. 


Tlio HiUiulo's IVatciies. 


Military men have been discussing 
tho novel idea of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, who have ordered 18,000 watches 
irom a Swiss firm at a cost of §2.50 
apiece. 
These watches are to bo dis- 
tributed among the olHcers and men 
Vfho took part in the ^var against China 
and distinguished themselves. 
They 
are to be worn on the breast instead 
of medals. 
It is not considered, how- 
ever, that European soldiers would 
prefer watches, The medal might only 
be worth a few pennies, like the Vic- 
toria Cross, the] intrinsic value of 
which is exactly eight cents, but a 
medal is at least a decoration, while a 
watch is only an article of ordinary 
use.—New York Mail and Express.

Dogwood 
wands 
njake 
excellent 
whipstocks, and are used In some oí 
tho best whips. They are cut sometimes 
by coachmen In the suburbs and sent 
ix> town to be dressed and made up into 
whips. The sitoclcs made of this wood 
are notable for tholr ornamental knobs 
at regular intervals, beiug the trun- 
cated and rounded branches. 
These 
are Imitated 4n some other whipstocks, 
but the imitation is a cause of weak- 
ness. 
The dogwood stocks are ex- 
tremely tough and elastic, being com- 
parable In elasticity with whalebone. 
The wood is used also for butchers' 
skewers, and some philologists conjec- 
ture that the first syllable of the name 
Is a corruption of "dag," meaning o 
spine or dagger. Dogwood, as being pe- 
culiarly free from silei, Is used by 
watchmakers and opticians in clewi- 
Ing watches and lenses. 
The bitter 
bark of the dogwood is used also as a 
substitute for the Peinarían quinine 
tree. 
Dogwood Is notably 
of 
slow 
growth, and in all tliickly populated 
regions the ti'ee is recklessly despoiled 
for /tho sake of its blossoms, so that 
tho supply of the wood for commercial 
pui'poses is not large.—New York öun.

that this was because he was not able 
to purchase a horse. 
He not only de- 
livered the mail and collected it, but 
al 


so jDerformed the assorting process. 
When 
General Washington 
became 
president in 1789 the postofiice was 
reorganized and transportation of the 
mails was effected by stages and pony 
express, and later by a fe;v steamboat 
lines. 
In 1838 Congress passed an 
act 
constituting 
every 
railway 
a 
post 
route. 
Now 
there 
are 
more 
than 
650 
whole 
x^ostoffice 
cars 
in 
use 
and 
173 
in 
reserve, 
besides 2026 apartments in cars in use 
and 540 in reserve, 
making a total of 
3393 cats and apartments on railroad 
lines, 
while 
in addition there were 
last year 
65 
electric and cable cars 
iind 51 apartments on steamboat lines 
used for ijostoffice purposes. It is said 
that the present system of assorting 
the mail on the cars was conceived by 
W. A, Davis, a clerk in the postoffice 
at 
St. 
Joseph, 
Mo. 
It 
was there 
that the 
overland 
mail 
was 
made 
up in 1862, 
Davis suggested assort- 
ing the mail 
on 
the cars, and his 
plan was adopted after he had tried it 
himself. 


The average postal clerk has a mem- 
ory 
that 
has no loopholes through 
which any knowledge of his work can 
slip. 
The records 
at 
the postoffice 
department show that 6854 clerks are 
employed on 
railroad lines, 
57 
on 
steamboat lines, 102 on electric lines, 
311 on transfer duty and 278 on office 
duty, making a total of 7063, includ- 
ing 29 acting clerks. 
The amount of 
mail M'hich is dumped into one of the 
cars on an important route is simply 
enormous. 
There were 6,059,769,680 
pieces 
of 
mail matter handled last 
year and 5,511,771,000 pieces of sec- 
ond, third 
and fourth class matter, 
making 
a total 
of 
11,572,540,680 
pieces, exclusive of registered matter. 
Of this class therewwere handled 14,- 
640,832 packages and cases, 
984*093 
through registered pouches and 621,- 
838 inner registered sacks, making in 
all 
16,256,663 
pieces of 
registered 
matter. 
There 
were 
also 
handled 
462,459,640-pieces of city mail. 


In ten years the amount 
of 
mail 
handled has increased 7^.2 per cent., 
but the -working force has increased 
only 48.6 per cent in that time. 
The 
length of railway covered by the rail- 
way 
postal 
service with clerks was 
last 
year 
154,225.07; of electric or 
cable lines, 303.68 miles; of steam- 
boat 
lines, 
7450.52 miles, making a 
total of 161,988.27 miles. 


Mail for city distribution 
receives 
much attention on the postal cars, as 
it must be in shape for immediate de- 
livery by carrier on the arrival of the 
train. 
For distribution in New York 
city there were handled by the clerks 
3,716,787 
packages 
of 
mail. 
Each 
package averaged 40 pieces, making 
the number of separate inecen going 
to New York city alone 148,771,480. 


To^ enter this service the applicant 
must i^ass the civil service examina- 
tion 
and 
study the requirements of 
the 
line 
to which 
he is assigned. 
Then, to j^aas the permanent examina- 
tion 
he 
must know all the railway 
postoffices 
along the line and name 
them 
in 
their regular order, as well 
as the other offices that receive their 
mail from the route but are not direct- 
ly on it. 
The candidate 
must 
also 
show his ability to read rapidly the 
addresses on mail matter. 
After he 
receives 
his 
appointment he is 
re- 
quired 
by 
the 
department to take 
further examinations at stated tizues. 
These take place 
in 
the division su- 
perintendents' offices and consist of a 
trial 
of 
the clerk's memory and his 
knowledge 
of the postoffices in the 
states through which his run passes 
and also those for which he assorts 
the mail. 
This is done with a 
case 
and a lot of cards directed to the va- 
rious offices, and these the clerk has 
to distribute, 
90 per cent, being the 
minimum allowed to 


pass the examin- 
ation. 
On a long run the clerks are 
required to know the location of from 
i8,000 ti) 20.000 postoffices, and so 
soon as they pick 
up 
a letter 
they 
must 
determine without 
hesitation 
the most advantageous and 
quickest 
route to send it. With trains running 
on very fast time and stations only & 


short distance apart the 
handler 
ol 
the mail must keep a cool, clear head 
to get the pouches ready in time. 


The life of the postnl clerk 
is 
not 
without danp:tM\ 
For the year ending 
June 30, 1897, there were 580 casual- 
ties, 
in 
which 14 clerks lost theii 
lives and 
33 
were seriously and 75 
slightly 
injured. 
In 
one 
accident 
alone five clerks mot denth by the un- 
dermining of ft trestle and the wreck* 
ing of a train.

D O N T KILL THE MOLE, 


The ropulur Xotlon on tin» SnbJiU't AU 
AVronjf, Says This NaMinilist. 


had a letter from a friend of 
mine a while ago, said the naturalist, 
asking me how he should go to work 
to destroy 
ground 
moles. 
Those 
timid and mysterious little 
animals 
had begun to show their jDresence in 
in his garden, and, as he complained, 
M-ere destroying it. 
'They are eating 
my peas,'he said, 
'and the roots of 
plants and young trees.* I -Nyroteback 
and told him that 
the 
moles Avere 
doing nothing of the sort, and to let 
them alone. 


"It seems strange tb me that this 
idea that moles 
are destructive 
to 
growing things should be so common. 
If any one wants to find out what an 
error it is, let him trap a few moles, 
and investigate after the manner of 
the late C. V. Riley, the greatest en- 
tomologist the country has produced. 
He took a large dry goods box, filled 
it with garden soil, and in it put six 
moles. 
He added a motlev collecliou 
of grubworms, cutworms, fishAvorms, 
beetles, 
etc. 
He also inserted from 
day to day pieces of vegetables of dif- 
ferent kinds, 
keejDiug a record ol 
everything that went 
into the box. 
All decayed parts of vegetables 
were 
removed from time to time. 
At the 
end of six weeks he took his moles 
out in fine condition and turned them 
loose and then went to sifting the 
soil. 
Every worm, big and little, was 
gone, and every piece of vegetable 
food was recovered or accounted for, 
and not one piece of the latter had 
been touched by the mole. 
Mr. Riley 
had recently returned from France, 
where there was a fine of five francs 
for killing a mole. 


''After 1 heard of this 
experiment 
of Professor Riley, I became a careful 
observer of the mole and its habits. 
"When I have a piece of ground in- 
fested with cutworms or grubworms 
I have caught moles and turned them 
loose, and if not too much 
disturbed 
they will soon clear it of M'orms, and 
I have never seen any vegetable mat- 
ter of any,kind eaten by them. 
They 
feed entirelj^ upon animal food. 
They 
sometimes do slight damage by lift- 
ing a plant so that its roots die from 
lack of moisture. 
My correspendent*s 
pea vines were probably eaten by cut- 
wormB, and ?the molo was after the 
worm, and ten to one he got him. 
Field mice often do damage in garden 
and field by eating the seed crop, and 
careless farmers ascribe it all to the 
moles. 


''rfometimes in a small garden moles 
become so common that they 
have 
to be removed, or part of them. 
A 
mole can take a hint without 
being 
knocked in the head. 
He is nobody's 
food. 
If you Avant him to move his 
quarters, keep his runway trampled 
down from day to day except the last 
five or six feet. 
The time to do this 
is when he is working. 
He is very 
methodical. 
He burrows in the morn- 
ing from 10 to 12 and from 4 to 6 in 
the 
afternoon. 
In hot weather he 
works soon after daylight. 


''When any one sees his field or his 
garden marked 
by 
the 
tumult 
of 
ground moles, ho may know at once 
that a subterranean pest in the shape 
of a grub or a beetle or a worm is there 
to feed on the roots of the crop that 
may be planted there, and that the 
mole is there to feed on the grub or 
the beetle or the worm. 
Let the mole 
alone. 
He is there to do you a good 
turn. 
If you kill him or drive him 
away you are spurning a friend in- 
deed,—New York yun.

startling statement to make, but it is 
nevertheless true. 
These millions of 
acres of the finest land of this coun- 
try are controlled, ruled and managed 
absolutely by the English nobility as 
if 
they 
were located in the British 
Isles, 
The peers 
and peeresses of 
Great Britain 
do 
not contine their 
landed 
estates 
to the realm of 
the 
union ja"k, 
but they have 
reached 
out and a])propriated these many mil- 
lions of acres beneath the stars and 
stripes. 


Viscount Scully, or his heirs, as 
Scully died two or three years ago, 
own 3,000,000 of acres of land in the 
states of Illnois, Jowa, Kansas and 
Nebraska, 
Scully imported most of 
his 
Illinois 
tenants. 
They were of 
the 
poorest 
class. 
His 
tenants in 
Kansas were 
of 
all classes, that is, 
poor 
classes, 
and 
were 
so utterly 
worthless as citizens that in the coun- 
ties of Marion, McPherson and Dick- 
inson the public schools could not be 
kept 
up; 
especially 
was this so in 
MArion county. 


It is said that there Avas recently 
held in London 
a meeting of these 
alien landlords 
in 
which 
measures 
were 
adopted that are intended not 
only to increase the immense rental 
income 
of 
these vast estates, but in 
addition they will bear heavily upon 
the American 
tenants 
who 
occui)y 
these lands. 


These 
absentee 
landowners, it is 
said, have 
done much to delay and 
hold 
back 
the 
devolopment oi 
the 
states in which their immense estates 
are located. 
Hence 
attempts 
have 
been made to purchase the holdings 
of the English landowners in Ameri- 
ca, 
but their offers have beem met 
with an absolute refusal by the own- 
ers to part with their United States 
lands 
for any consideration. 
They 
choose rather to place their interests 
in 
the hands of agents and bailiffs, 
whose conduct in all cases has not 
been in accordance with the spirit of 
American institutions. 


The attention of the legislatures of 
several states has been called to this 
question of alien landlordism, and the 
efibrt to counteract the schemes of 
the grasping aristocracy and moneyed 
corporations of (ireat Britain had a 
marked effect in unsettling land values 
in the interested states. 
This condi- 
tion of afiairs grew to 
be so serious 
that the native tenants of these alien 
owners appointed a committee which 
was instructed to ¡jresent their case 
in the shape of a memorial to the Lon- 
don landowners' 
in which they 
set 
forth the ruin that would result to the 
tenants if the system of rack-renting 
then in vogue continued to prevail. 
This action produced its effect, though 
of different kinds on different owners. 
The Baroness Burdett-Coutts was con- 
vinced that no more eviction 
of 
her 
American tenants would be beneficial 
to her interests. 
On the other hand, 
the action of the tenants had the effect 
of enraging the Duke of Sutherland. 
He accordingly cabled his represen- 
tatives 
over here to collect the rent 
regardless of the condition of his ten- 
ants and to forward the money with 
the least possible delay. 
These des- 
perate instructions to the agents of 
the absentee landlords had the effect 
of uniting 
in 
a firmer and stronger 
bond their American tenants. Accord- 
ingly an 
association 
Avas formed in 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska 
for the purpose of resisting to the ut- 
termost the unreasonable demands of 
their extortionate landlords. 
The or- 
ganization conducted its business in a 
most secret manner and it exerted a 
decided infiuence on the 
legislation 
relative to the subject in the various 
states represented. 


As a counteracting 
precaution or 
offset the landlords formed an alliance 
for their own protection, with the in- 
tention of having the estates interest- 
ed representel by agents in the vari- 
ous states interested. 


Among the heaviest of the British 
owners and the largest of their Amer- 
ican estates are the following :

The exjierience of the naval reserves 
and the triumphs of our fleets in the 
late Avar has elevated the personnel of 
the enlisted men of the 
navy and has 
induced 
boys of 
good 
families and 
education to enter the service. 
The 
sailor is no longer a tough. 
He is a 
high-class machinist, 
and when he is 
discharged he has 
a trade he can fol- 
low Avith honor 
and proiit, 
A few 
years ago a large majority of the sea- 
men in 
our 
navy 
Avere 
foreigners. 
Now 80 per cent, of the present en- 
listed force are native-born Americans, 
and the officers of the training station 
at Newport 
say that the intelligence, 
as Avell as the 
breeding 
and 
social 
position of the recruits has improved 
in a most 
remarkable manner. 
The 
present number of men in the navy is 
27,000. This will probably be reduced 
to more than one-half, as the auxiliary 
cruisers and 
the 
200 or 
more ships 
that Avere inij^rovised 
for the service 
are inxt out 
of 
commission. 
Before 
the Avar began 
there 
Avere only 7000 
sailors in the navy, not more than 60 
per cent, of the 
number necessary to 
man all of tho cruisers and battleships 
Avith full crews. 
The minimum Avill 
never be so IOAV again. 
At the fewest 
12,000 Avill be needed, and Uncle Sam 
can have the pick of 
the 27,000 now 
on the pay roll.—Chicago Record.
